This season's BSO Archives exhibit once more displays the wide variety of the Archives' 
holdings, which document the rich history of the BSO and the Boston Pops—music 
directors, guest artists, and composers, as well as Symphony Hall's world-famous 
acoustics, architectural features, and multi-faceted history. 

HIGHLIGHTS OF THIS YEAR'S EXHIBIT INCLUDE, ON THE ORCHESTRA LEVEL OF 
SYMPHONY HALL: 

• a display case in the Brooke Corridor documenting the world premiere performance 
by the Boston Pops of Walter Piston's ballet, The Incredible Flutist , May 30, 1938, 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler 

• display cases in the Brooke Corridor focusing on historic BSO performances 

of Shostakovich's music, and spotlighting the visit to America by a delegation of 
Soviet composers led by Shostakovich in November 1959, including a visit to 
Symphony Hall 

• two display cases in the Huntington Avenue corridor focusing on BSO members 
of Russian and Eastern European descent, and the BSO's historic 1956 tour to 
the Soviet Union, the first visit by an American orchestra to Russia

• a display case in the first-balcony corridor, audience-right, devoted to the appointment 
of Serge Koussevitzlcy as conductor of the BSO 

• a display case, also in the first-balcony corridor, audience-right, spotlighting the 
Tanglewood Music Center, which was founded by Koussevitzlcy (as the Berkshire 
Music Center) in 1940 and celebrated its 75th anniversary this past summer

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen-year 
tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was 
at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart has sig¬ 
nificantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the Pops's place in the fabric of the 
New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situations. 
The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual "who's 
who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have 
taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony 
Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, forty 
national tours to 134 cities in 33 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. He 
and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, 
the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening 
Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular— 
which drew a live audience of approximately 500,000 in 2015—was featured on national 
network television through 2013; live webcasts of the 2014 and 2015 events garnered a 
cumulative 4 million viewers. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 




on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from 
Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers— featuring narrators 
Robert De Niro, Ed Harris, Morgan Freeman, and Cherry Jones—which was a Boston Pops 
commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, and Billy 
Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young musicians, 
including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the Boston Con¬ 
servatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the 
PopSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring 
prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and 
updating the Boston Pops library of music, which contains over five thousand exclusive 
arrangements. Initiated in 2015 and returning this year are "Pops on Demand" concerts, 
during which audience members can "choose the tunes" and vote on what Mr. Lockhart 
and the orchestra play, using a new interactive tool that tracks the results in real time. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and to 
important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial and 
mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; sport¬ 
ing events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial service 
for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major public 
spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings members of 
the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect passion¬ 
ately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking directly 
from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent understanding of 
the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional orchestra concert— 
an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith 
Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, 
which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as artistic 
director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior 
to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, 
which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a 
guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well 
as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the associate conductor 
of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as music director 
of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his 
musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman 
University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American 
universities.

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In a career spanning five decades, John Williams has become one of America's most accom¬ 
plished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains one of our 
nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, Mr. Williams 
was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeeding the legendary 
Arthur Fiedler. Currently holding the title of George and Roberta Berry Boston Pops Conductor 
Laureate, he retired in December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also 
holds the title of Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic 
relationships with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with 
director Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's 
List , E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial , Jaws , Jurassic Park , Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln , Saving Private Ryan , War Horse , The Adventures of Tintin , Amistad , Munich , 
Hook , Catch Me If You Can , Minority Report , A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire of the Sun. 

Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first three Harry 
Potter films, Superman , JFK , Bom on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha , For one/ Away, The 
Accidental Tourist , Home Alone , Nixon, The Patriot , The Book Thief Angela's Ashes , Seven Years in 
TibetThe Witches of Eastwick , Rosewood , Sleepers , Sabrina , Presumed Innocent , The Cowboys 
The Reivers , and Goodbye , Mr. Chips , among many others. His most recent film project was Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens. He has worked with such legendary directors as Alfred Hitchcock, 
William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the film version of Fiddler on the 
Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He 
has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye 
Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received five Academy Awards and a total of fifty 



Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's most-nominated living person. He also has 
received seven British Academy Awards (BAFTA), twenty-two Grammys, four Golden Globes, 
five Emmys, and numerous gold and platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at the 
Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry working 
with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and Franz Waxman. 
He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the groundbreaking, early 
anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His 
more recent contributions to television music include themes for NBC Nightly News ("The 
Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's longest-running series, NBC's 
Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two symphonies, 
and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto was commis¬ 
sioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at Tanglewood in 1994. 
Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's leading orchestras, including 
a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trumpet concerto for the Cleveland 
Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a 
seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate 
Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening 
concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led the Boston Symphony in the premiere of 
Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has composed 
music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty Fanfare" 
for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the America's 
Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Soundings" for the gala 
opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, he has contributed 
musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter 
Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including The 
Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston University, 
the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at Boston, The 
Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the University of Southern 
California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to 
artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's 
highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal 
of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in 
December 2004. In January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" 
especially for the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

In 2016 the Boston Pops, affectionately 
called "America's Orchestra/' enters its 
131st season of entertaining audiences in 
Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor 
Keith Lockhart marks his 22nd year at the 
helm of the orchestra, which is the most 
recorded and arguably the most beloved 
orchestra in the country, beginning with 
the establishment of the modern-era 
Pops by Arthur Fiedler, and continuing 
through the innovations introduced by 
John Williams and the new-millennium Pops under Keith Lockhart. Season highlights 
include significant artist debuts, the return of audience favorites, and the kind of wide- 
ranging and compelling programs that have come to define the Boston Pops experience. 


It all began in 1885, thanks to the vision of Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson. Fours 
years earlier, in 1881, he founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, 
concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, 
Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances would provide year-round employ¬ 
ment for his musicians. The "Promenade Concerts," as they were originally called, were 
soon informally known as "Popular Concerts," which eventually became shortened to 
"Pops,” the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed 
for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space 
acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows 
of seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be replaced by tables and chairs for Pops 
concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, 
along with the kind of musical entertainment only the Boston Pops can provide.

During the Opening Night concert of the 2015 season, Keith Lockhart was feted with a customized cake for his 20th anniversary 
as Boston Pops Conductor, joined onstage by the evening's special guest, Bernadette Peters. 
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Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors, beginning with 
the German Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born 
musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. He moved the 
Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop culture, showcasing 
the popular artists of the day as well as the work of young American composers and 
arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous Fourth of July concert, established the 
Pops as the most recorded orchestra in history—including the best-seller "Jalousie"— 
and introduced the Evening at Pops television series, 
bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of countless 
Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur 
Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in 
Hollywood, and today, with 50 Academy Award nomina¬ 
tions, he is the most-nominated living person in 
Academy history. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued 
the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series of 
best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical 
labels, broadened and updated the Pops repertoire- 
commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained 
audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to 
film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured iconic music from his 
own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally and internationally, 
leading the Pops on its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of Hollywood 
to the Pops stage, with special appearances by, among many others, Steven Spielberg, 
Martin Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO.

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Having led more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts in his 21-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 
audience. He has made 76 television shows, 
led forty national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded thirteen albums. Mr. 

Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a 
dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's 
first Grammy nominations, the first major 
network national broadcast of the Fourth- 
of-July spectacular from the Esplanade, and 
the release of the Boston Pops' first self- 
produced and self-distributed recordings. 

Opening the 2016 season, the versatile Seth 
MacFarlane, in his Boston Pops debut, joins 
Keith Lockhart and the Pops for selections 
from the Great American Songbook. The 
vivacious Tony award-winner Sutton Foster 
graces the Pops stage for the first time in an evening of song and dance. A true music 
legend, Darlene Love, is the featured guest for this year's "Gospel Night at Pops," always 
a spirited and inspirational evening. Another legendary musician, Beach Boys co-founder 
Brian Wilson, closes the season by filling Symphony Hall with Pet Sounds —an album that 
revolutionized pop music—in a cover-to-cover performance enhanced by the symphonic 
sounds of the Boston Pops. 

During this season's "Pops on Demand: You Choose the Tunes" concerts, audience mem¬ 
bers are actually encouraged to use their mobile devices—to vote on what the orchestra 
will play next. When this innovation was rolled out in 2015, the real-time display of the 
results brought unprecedented audience enthusiasm. "The Golden Age of Broadway" 
features Broadway's "golden couple," Marin Mazzie and Jason Danieley, returning to 
Symphony Hall in two concerts of brilliant and beloved tunes from the Great White Way. 
Known for his dynamic roles in film, on stage, and on television, Mandy Patinkin—who 
last appeared with the Pops in Keith Lockhart's first Opening Night concert in 1995- 
returns for two performances of selections from his concert repertoire. This year's edition 
of "John Williams' Film Night," a perennial audience favorite, includes excerpts from his 
new score to Star Wars: The Force Awakens. Keith Lockhart is on the podium for a 35th 
anniversary screening of the 1981 blockbuster movie Raiders of the Lost Ark, leading the 
Pops in John Williams' unforgettable score. 



Since beginning his tenure in 1995 , Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart has collaborated with more than 250 guest artists 
representing a virtual " who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 
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The 2016 season also brings a Gershwin Celebration, to include Rhapsody in Blue and 
some of the master composer's most familiar songs. The music of Gershwin Prize recipi¬ 
ent Carole King is given the Pops treatment by Broadway's Liz Callaway and others in 
"Tapestry: The Carole King Songbook." Winners of the annual Fidelity Investments Young 
Artists Competition (for Massachusetts high schoolers) showcase their talents on the 
Symphony Hall stage. Keith Lockhart leads this year's classic rock tribute, which features 
Tom Scholz, celebrated guitarist of the band Boston, performing some of the group's 
greatest hits. The orchestra also pays tribute to three rock icons the music world lost this 
year: David Bowie, Eagles frontman Glenn Frey, and Prince. 

New to this year's Pops lineup are two programs: "Dancing with a Twist" and "Puppets 
Take the Pops." Television shows like Dancing with the Stars and So You Think You Can 
Dance have brought this art form to an ever-increasing audience. Keith Lockhart and the 
Pops welcome performers from both of these shows, as well as vocalists from American 
Idol, in two concerts showcasing a wide spectrum of dance styles, from ballroom to 
contemporary. Although not the first time the orchestra has worked with puppets, 
this year's "Puppets Take the Pops" marks a new collaboration, with the University of 
Connecticut's acclaimed Puppet Arts Program. Original puppet creations will bring 
Prokofiev's Peter and the Wolf to life and will accompany a suite of works by noted 
American composer/arranger Leroy Anderson. 

"The 2016 Boston Pops season is notable," comments Keith Lockhart, "not only for the 
scope of its offerings—encompassing the worlds of film music, Broadway, classic rock, 
Gospel, and American Songbook standards, to say nothing of puppetry and dance—but 
also for the amazing array of guests who will be joining us, some for the first time, others 
making a welcome return. We're also bringing back one of the most eagerly embraced 
innovations of recent years—'Pops on Demand,' which puts the audience in charge of 
programming part of a concert. As always, at the heart of every season, are the Boston 
Pops musicians, who bring their amazing talent to every style of music, from classical to 
rock, sometimes all in a single night!" 

During the 2015 "Pops on Demand" concerts, "Dancing Queen" won the audience vote as favorite "Musical Guilty Pleasure," 
beating out "My Heart Will Go On" and "The Way We Were." Several concerts of the 2016 season feature this exciting 
interactive opportunity.

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The first home of the Boston Symphony Orchestra was the old Boston 
Music Hall, which stood downtown where the Orpheum Theatre now 
stands, held about 2,400 seats, and was threatened in 1893 by the city's 
road-building/rapid transit project. That summer, the BSO's founder, 
Major Henry Lee Higginson, organized a corporation to finance a new 
and permanent home for the orchestra. On October 15,1900—some 
seven years and $750,000 later—the new hall was opened. The inaugu¬ 
ral gala concluded with a performance of Beethoven's Missa Solemnis 
under the direction of then music director Wilhelm Gericke. 


At Higginson's insistence, the architects—McKim, Mead & White of 
New York—engaged Wallace Clement Sabine, a young assistant profes¬ 
sor of physics at Harvard, as their acoustical consultant, and Symphony Hall became the 
first auditorium designed in accordance with scientifically-derived acoustical principles. It 
is now ranked as one of the three best concert halls in the world, along with Amsterdam's 
Concertgebouw and Vienna's Musikverein. Bruno Walter called it "the most noble of 
American concert halls," and Herbert von Karajan, comparing it to the Musikverein, noted 
that "for much music, it is even better... because of the slightly lower reverberation time." 


Symphony Hall is 61 feet high, 75 feet wide, and 125 feet long from the lower back wall to 
the front of the stage. The walls of the stage slope inward to help focus the sound. The side 
balconies are shallow so as not to trap any of the sound, and though the rear balconies are 
deeper, sound is properly reflected from the back walls. The recesses of the coffered ceiling 
help distribute the sound throughout the hall, as do the statue-filled niches along the three 
sides. The auditorium itself is centered within the building, with corridors and offices insu¬ 
lating it from noise outside. The leather seats are the ones installed for the hall's opening 
in 1900. With the exception of the wood floors, the hall is built of brick, steel, and plaster, 
with only a moderate amount of decoration, the original, more ornate plans for the building's 
exterior having been much simplified as a cost-reducing measure. But as architecture critic 
Robert Campbell has observed, upon penetrating the "outer carton" one discovers "the gift 
within—the lovely ornamented interior, with its delicate play of grays, its statues, its hint of 
giltwork, and, at concert time, its sculptural glitter of instruments on stage." 


Symphony Hall was designed so that the rows of seats could be replaced by tables for Pops 
concerts. For BSO concerts, the hall seats 2,625. For Pops concerts, the capacity is 2,371,

including 241 small tables on the main floor. To accommodate this flexible system—an 
innovation in 1900—an elevator, still in use, was built into the Symphony Hall floor. Once a 
year the five Symphony Hall chandeliers are lowered to the floor and all 394 lightbulbs are 
changed. The sixteen replicas of Greek and Roman statues—ten of mythical subjects, six of 
actual historical figures—are related to music, art, and literature. The statues were donated 
by a committee of 200 Symphony-goers and cast by P.P. Caproni and Brother, Boston, mak¬ 
ers of plaster reproductions for public buildings and art schools. They were not ready for the 
opening concert, but appeared one by one during the first two seasons. 

The Symphony Hall organ, an Aeolian-Skinner designed by G. Donald Harrison and installed 
in 1949, is considered one of the finest concert hall organs in the world. The console was 
autographed by Albert Schweitzer, who expressed his best wishes for the organ's tone. 
There are more than 4,800 pipes, ranging in size from 32 feet to less than six inches and 
located behind the organ pipe facade visible to the audience. The organ was commissioned 
to honor two milestones in 1950: the fiftieth anniversary of the hall's opening, and the 
200th anniversary of the death of Johann Sebastian Bach. The 2004-05 season brought 
the return to use of the Symphony Hall organ following a two-year renovation process by 
the firm of Foley-Baker, Inc., based in Tolland, CT. 

Two radio booths used for the taping and broadcasting of concerts overlook the stage at 
audience-left. In 2015 a space in the basement was renovated as a cutting-edge control 
room for BSO recordings. The hall was completely air-conditioned during the summer of 
1973, and in 1975 a six-passenger elevator was installed in the Massachusetts Avenue stair¬ 
well. The Massachusetts Avenue lobby and box office were completely renovated in 2005. 

Symphony Hall has been the scene of more than 250 world premieres, including major 
works by Samuel Barber, Bela Bartok, Elliott Carter, Aaron Copland, Henri Dutilleux, George 
Gershwin, Sofia Gubaidulina, John Harbison, Walter Piston, Sergei Prokofiev, Roger Sessions, 
Igor Stravinsky, Michael Tippett, John Williams, and Ellen Taaffe Zwilich. For many years the 
biggest civic building in Boston, it has also been used for many purposes other than con-

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certs, among them the First Annual Automobile Show of the Boston Automobile Dealers' 
Association (1903), the Boston premiere of Cecil B. DeMille's film version of Carmen starring 
Geraldine Farrar (1915), the Boston Shoe Style Show (1919), a debate on American participa¬ 
tion in the League of Nations (1919), a lecture/demonstration by Harry Houdini debunking 
spiritualism (1925), a spelling bee sponsored by the Boston Herald (1935), Communist Party 
meetings (1938-40; 1945), Jordan Marsh-sponsored fashion shows "dedicated to the work¬ 
ing woman" (1940s), and all the inaugurations of former longtime Boston mayor James 
Michael Curley. 

A couple of interesting points for observant concertgoers: The plaques on the proscenium 
arch were meant to be inscribed with the names of great composers, but the hall's original 
directors were able to agree unanimously only on Beethoven, so his remains the only name 
above the stage. The ornamental initials "BMH" in the staircase railings on the Huntington 
Avenue side (originally the main entrance) reflect the original idea to name the building 
Boston Music Hall, but the old Boston Music Hall, where the BSO had performed since its 
founding in 1881, was not demol¬ 
ished as planned, and a decision 
on a substitute name was not 
reached until Symphony Hall's 
opening. 

In 1999, Symphony Hall was des¬ 
ignated and registered by the 
United States Department of the 
Interior as a National Historic 
Landmark, a distinction marked 
in a special ceremony at the 
start of the 2000-01 season. In 
2000-01, the Boston Symphony Orchestra marked the centennial of its home, renewing 
Symphony Hall's role as a crucible for new music activity, as a civic resource, and as a 
place of public gathering. The programming and celebratory events included world premieres 
of works commissioned by the BSO, the first steps of a new master plan to strengthen 
Symphony Hall's public presence, and the launching of an initiative to extend the sights and 
sounds of Symphony Hall via the internet. Recent renovations have included new electrical, 
lighting, and fire safety systems; an expanded main lobby with a new marble floor; and, in 
2006, a new hardwood stage floor matching the specifications of the original. For the start 
of the 2008-09 season, Symphony Hall's clerestory windows (the semi-circular windows 
in the upper side walls of the auditorium) were reopened, allowing natural light into the 
auditorium for the first time since the 1940s. Now more than a century old, Symphony Hall 
continues to serve the purpose for which it was built, fostering the presence of music 
familiar and unfamiliar, old and new—a mission the BSO and Boston Pops continue to carry 
forward into the world of tomorrow.

TOM SCHOLZ 


Born and raised in Toledo, Ohio, Tom Scholz spent a good portion of his childhood play¬ 
ing sports and tinkering with just about anything motorized. A top student and varsity 
basketball player, he was always working out or hitting the books. Upon 
graduating high school, Tom packed the '55 T-bird that he had restored, 
headed east, and never looked back. Arriving in Cambridge at the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Tom immersed himself in the intense 
curriculum, graduating five years later with bachelor's and master's degrees 
in mechanical engineering. He took a job with Polaroid as a senior product 
design engineer, but pursued his real passion when he got home from work 
at night. Having heard the Animals, the Kinks, and the Yardbirds on the 
radio, Tom had begun teaching himself guitar, bass, and organ. Classically 
trained on piano as a child, he always had a connection with the music of 
such masters as Beethoven, Rachmaninoff, Chopin, Tchaikovsky, and Ravel. 
You can hear their influences in Scholz's soulful compositions. In the basement of his 
Watertown (Massachusetts) apartment, he had constructed a studio and was recording a 
demo tape that would go down in the history books. Working with drummer Jim Masdea, 
Tom created the tunes that would eventually land a contract with Epic. Although Tom 
never picked up a guitar until he was 21, he mastered his craft by listening to his idols— 
Jeff Beck, Joe Walsh, Jimmy Page, and Ray Davies; Todd Rundgren was the spark that 
compelled Scholz to create his trademark harmony guitar solos. Having written his first 
piece of music, "Foreplay,” in 1969, he began in the early 1970s to play his songs live 
and in studios with guitarist Barry Goudreau and drummer Jim Masdea, both of whom 
became close friends. When various demo attempts failed to capture the music he imag¬ 
ined, he built a crude studio in his apartment basement, gradually teaching himself audio 
engineering and music production. From 1973 to 1976, he recorded demos of songs he 
and Brad Delp had written, financing this hobby by working at Polaroid. After years of 
solid rejections and money running out, this formula finally paid off with a recording 
contract offer for Tom and Brad in 1976. Scholz continued to work at Polaroid after the 
completion of the BOSTON debut album and left Polaroid when the radios began playing 
"More Than a Feeling.” Also an inventor, Tom Scholz has nearly three dozen patents to 
his name, some from creating the Rockman line of guitar amplifiers and effects boxes. 

To develop and market the Rockman line, Tom formed Scholz Research and Development 
(SR and D) in the 1980s, a business that at one time employed 70 people. Scholz still 



keeps busy in his studio, although now he looks at the process as purely artistic. A longtime 
vegetarian, he supports many ethical organizations with a foundation that he established 
in 1987 to support such causes as animal protection, world hunger, and the homeless. To 
date, his charitable foundation has donated several million dollars to those causes. He 
received the Mahatma Gandhi Award in 1987 and in 1988 was named Man of the Year 
by the National Hospice Organization. 


LOREN OWENS 



Loren Owens grew up, but never matured, in Terre Haute, Indiana. Following high school, 
it was off to Indiana State University (yes, Larry Bird territory) for a degree in biological 
science, but a funny thing happened on the way to that degree... radio! 

The accidental job in radio paid for college and started a lifelong love affair 
with broadcasting. After graduation, Loren spent two years serving in the 
United States Marine Corps. After the Marines, he returned to broadcasting 
in Terre Haute and then set off to see the world with radio and morning 
shows in Knoxville, Buffalo, Cleveland, Philadelphia, Denver, and finally 
Boston. Having found his true home, Loren, in an amazing stroke of good 
fortune, met Wally Brine. Loren and Wally teamed up for the morning show 
in the summer of 1981 and enjoyed instant friendship and chemistry. During 
the years the Owens family grew with two boys and more dogs than you 
can imagine. Loren's sons are Evan (IT developer) and Andy (broadcaster 
and entertainer). The dogs have been Charles, Ruby, Shot, Bob, and Teddy. Loren loves 
everything about New England especially golfing, skiing, boating, eating bacon, fried 
clams, steaks, and burgers, but the best part of all is being able to broadcast to the great¬ 
est audience in America! Loren and Wally narrated ”'Twas the Night Before Christmas” 
for a Holiday Pops concert in December 2015.

Wally Brine was born and raised in Rhode Island, where his father, Salty Brine, hosted a 
top-rated morning show on WPRO for over fifty years! In 1968 Wally got his first radio gig 
at WPRO-FM (he knew somebody) and continued his radio career in Maine 
at WGAN (while he attended St. Francis College) and then at WLOB, the 
flagship station of the "Lobster Network." Wally's Maine career ended with 
a six-year run at WJBQ-FM in Portland, where he hosted a morning show 
and started a family. His first son was born in 1980; Salty, named after his 
grandfather, is an aspiring actor and teaches several courses at NYU during 
the school year. In 1981 Wally's big break came when Boston's WVBF 
called. The first year he was on the afternoon show, but by 1982, the com¬ 
pany decided to team him up with Loren Owens who had been hired to do 
mornings. That's when "The Loren & Wally Show'' was born, and so was 
his second son, Chuckie. Chuckie (or Chuck, as he prefers to be called) is 
a graduate of Johnson and Wales College of Culinary Arts and has been a chef at several 
establishments in the Charlotte (North Carolina) area. Wally is married to Jodi Winchester, 
a real estate agent in Lexington, who tries to keep him healthy by feeding him all that 
organic stuff, but fried clams, ribs, and steak and cheese subs somehow fall onto the hood 
of his car while driving home. Besides food, Wally enjoys movies, traveling, and boating. 

In December 2015 Loren and Wally were narrators during a Holiday Pops concert.

YITE XU 


Yite Xu is a native Chinese violinist. Born into a family of musicians, he has played the 
violin since age eight, and his mother was his first teacher. Yite trained at the Central 
Conservatory of Music in Beijing, China, under professors Nan Xie and 
Wei-dong Tong, earning a scholarship for each semester of his training. 
After graduating, he was accepted on full scholarship for his master's 
degree at Yale School of Music, where he studied with Professor Syoko Aik. 
Currently Yite is pursuing an Artist Diploma on full scholarship at Boston 
University's School of Music; he is a student of Professor Peter Zazofsky. 
Yite Xu has appeared as a soloist, recitalist, and chamber musician through¬ 
out mainland China, Hong Kong, Europe, and the United States. As a young 
performer, he played Vivaldi's Four Seasons with a youth orchestra in China. 
He has had numerous concerts and recitals at China's Grand National 
Theatre, Hong Kong Performing Arts Center, and Yale's Sprague Hall. He 
has participated in many master classes and coaching with such major artists and ensem¬ 
bles as Pinchas Zukerman, Midori Goto, Hyo Kang, Joseph Silverstein, the Tokyo Quartet, 
Hagen Quartet, and Muir Quartet, among others. Yite Xu has won numerous prizes at 
competitions, including the Hong Kong International Violin Competition, CCOM Music 
Competition, and China Artist Competition. As a winner of this year's BU soloist competi¬ 
tion, he performed Tchaikovsky's Violin Concerto with the Boston University Symphony 
Orchestra in March.

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday (noon until 6pm on Saturday), 
until 8:30 on concert evenings, and for a half-hour past starting time for other events. In addition, 
the box office opens at least two hours prior to most Sunday performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, a 
personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major credit 
card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 
from noon until 6pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266-1200. As noted 
above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for each ticket ordered 
by phone or online.

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 


Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 

Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the O'Block/ 
Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not responsible 
for personal apparel or other property of patrons.

This season's BSO Archives exhibit once more displays the wide variety of the Archives' 
holdings, which document the rich history of the BSO and the Boston Pops—music 
directors, guest artists, and composers, as well as Symphony Hall's world-famous 
acoustics, architectural features, and multi-faceted history. 

HIGHLIGHTS OF THIS YEAR'S EXHIBIT INCLUDE, ON THE ORCHESTRA LEVEL OF 
SYMPHONY HALL: 

• a display case in the Brooke Corridor documenting the world premiere performance 
by the Boston Pops of Walter Piston's ballet, The Incredible Flutist , May 30, 1938, 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler 

• display cases in the Brooke Corridor focusing on historic BSO performances 

of Shostakovich's music, and spotlighting the visit to America by a delegation of 
Soviet composers led by Shostakovich in November 1959, including a visit to 
Symphony Hall 

• two display cases in the Huntington Avenue corridor focusing on BSO members 
of Russian and Eastern European descent, and the BSO's historic 1956 tour to 
the Soviet Union, the first visit by an American orchestra to Russia 

EXHIBITS ON THE FIRST-BALCONY LEVEL OF SYMPHONY HALL INCLUDE: 

• a display case in the first-balcony corridor, audience-right, devoted to the appointment 
of Serge Koussevitzlcy as conductor of the BSO 

• a display case, also in the first-balcony corridor, audience-right, spotlighting the 
Tanglewood Music Center, which was founded by Koussevitzlcy (as the Berkshire 
Music Center) in 1940 and celebrated its 75th anniversary this past summer

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen-year 
tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was 
at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart has sig¬ 
nificantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the Pops's place in the fabric of the 
New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situations. 
The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual "who's 
who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have 
taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony 
Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, forty 
national tours to 134 cities in 33 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. He 
and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, 
the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening 
Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular— 
which drew a live audience of approximately 500,000 in 2015—was featured on national 
network television through 2013; live webcasts of the 2014 and 2015 events garnered a 
cumulative 4 million viewers. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 




on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from 
Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers— featuring narrators 
Robert De Niro, Ed Harris, Morgan Freeman, and Cherry Jones—which was a Boston Pops 
commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, and Billy 
Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young musicians, 
including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the Boston Con¬ 
servatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the 
PopSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring 
prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and 
updating the Boston Pops library of music, which contains over five thousand exclusive 
arrangements. Initiated in 2015 and returning this year are "Pops on Demand" concerts, 
during which audience members can "choose the tunes" and vote on what Mr. Lockhart 
and the orchestra play, using a new interactive tool that tracks the results in real time. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and to 
important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial and 
mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; sport¬ 
ing events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial service 
for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major public 
spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings members of 
the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect passion¬ 
ately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking directly 
from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent understanding of 
the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional orchestra concert— 
an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith 
Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, 
which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as artistic 
director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior 
to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, 
which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a 
guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well 
as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the associate conductor 
of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as music director 
of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his 
musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman 
University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American 
universities.

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In a career spanning five decades, John Williams has become one of America's most accom¬ 
plished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains one of our 
nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, Mr. Williams 
was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeeding the legendary 
Arthur Fiedler. Currently holding the title of George and Roberta Berry Boston Pops Conductor 
Laureate, he retired in December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also 
holds the title of Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic 
relationships with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with 
director Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's 
List , E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial , Jaws , Jurassic Park , Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln , Saving Private Ryan , War Horse , The Adventures of Tintin , Amistad , Munich , 
Hook , Catch Me If You Can , Minority Report , A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire of the Sun. 

Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first three Harry 
Potter films, Superman , JFK , Bom on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha , For one/ Away, The 
Accidental Tourist , Home Alone , Nixon, The Patriot , The Book Thief Angela's Ashes , Seven Years in 
TibetThe Witches of Eastwick , Rosewood , Sleepers , Sabrina , Presumed Innocent , The Cowboys 
The Reivers , and Goodbye , Mr. Chips , among many others. His most recent film project was Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens. He has worked with such legendary directors as Alfred Hitchcock, 
William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the film version of Fiddler on the 
Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He 
has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye 
Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received five Academy Awards and a total of fifty 



Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's most-nominated living person. He also has 
received seven British Academy Awards (BAFTA), twenty-two Grammys, four Golden Globes, 
five Emmys, and numerous gold and platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at the 
Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry working 
with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and Franz Waxman. 
He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the groundbreaking, early 
anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His 
more recent contributions to television music include themes for NBC Nightly News ("The 
Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's longest-running series, NBC's 
Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two symphonies, 
and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto was commis¬ 
sioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at Tanglewood in 1994. 
Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's leading orchestras, including 
a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trumpet concerto for the Cleveland 
Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a 
seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate 
Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening 
concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led the Boston Symphony in the premiere of 
Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has composed 
music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty Fanfare" 
for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the America's 
Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Soundings" for the gala 
opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, he has contributed 
musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter 
Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including The 
Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston University, 
the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at Boston, The 
Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the University of Southern 
California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to 
artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's 
highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal 
of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in 
December 2004. In January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" 
especially for the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2016 the Boston Pops, affectionately 
called "America's Orchestra/' enters its 
131st season of entertaining audiences in 
Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor 
Keith Lockhart marks his 22nd year at the 
helm of the orchestra, which is the most 
recorded and arguably the most beloved 
orchestra in the country, beginning with 
the establishment of the modern-era 
Pops by Arthur Fiedler, and continuing 
through the innovations introduced by 
John Williams and the new-millennium Pops under Keith Lockhart. Season highlights 
include significant artist debuts, the return of audience favorites, and the kind of wide- 
ranging and compelling programs that have come to define the Boston Pops experience. 


It all began in 1885, thanks to the vision of Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson. Fours 
years earlier, in 1881, he founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, 
concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, 
Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances would provide year-round employ¬ 
ment for his musicians. The "Promenade Concerts," as they were originally called, were 
soon informally known as "Popular Concerts," which eventually became shortened to 
"Pops,” the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed 
for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space 
acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows 
of seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be replaced by tables and chairs for Pops 
concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, 
along with the kind of musical entertainment only the Boston Pops can provide.

During the Opening Night concert of the 2015 season, Keith Lockhart was feted with a customized cake for his 20th anniversary 
as Boston Pops Conductor, joined onstage by the evening's special guest, Bernadette Peters. 
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Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors, beginning with 
the German Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born 
musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. He moved the 
Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop culture, showcasing 
the popular artists of the day as well as the work of young American composers and 
arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous Fourth of July concert, established the 
Pops as the most recorded orchestra in history—including the best-seller "Jalousie"— 
and introduced the Evening at Pops television series, 
bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of countless 
Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur 
Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in 
Hollywood, and today, with 50 Academy Award nomina¬ 
tions, he is the most-nominated living person in 
Academy history. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued 
the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series of 
best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical 
labels, broadened and updated the Pops repertoire- 
commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained 
audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to 
film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured iconic music from his 
own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally and internationally, 
leading the Pops on its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of Hollywood 
to the Pops stage, with special appearances by, among many others, Steven Spielberg, 
Martin Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO.

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Having led more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts in his 21-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 
audience. He has made 76 television shows, 
led forty national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded thirteen albums. Mr. 

Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a 
dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's 
first Grammy nominations, the first major 
network national broadcast of the Fourth- 
of-July spectacular from the Esplanade, and 
the release of the Boston Pops' first self- 
produced and self-distributed recordings. 

Opening the 2016 season, the versatile Seth 
MacFarlane, in his Boston Pops debut, joins 
Keith Lockhart and the Pops for selections 
from the Great American Songbook. The 
vivacious Tony award-winner Sutton Foster 
graces the Pops stage for the first time in an evening of song and dance. A true music 
legend, Darlene Love, is the featured guest for this year's "Gospel Night at Pops," always 
a spirited and inspirational evening. Another legendary musician, Beach Boys co-founder 
Brian Wilson, closes the season by filling Symphony Hall with Pet Sounds —an album that 
revolutionized pop music—in a cover-to-cover performance enhanced by the symphonic 
sounds of the Boston Pops. 

During this season's "Pops on Demand: You Choose the Tunes" concerts, audience mem¬ 
bers are actually encouraged to use their mobile devices—to vote on what the orchestra 
will play next. When this innovation was rolled out in 2015, the real-time display of the 
results brought unprecedented audience enthusiasm. "The Golden Age of Broadway" 
features Broadway's "golden couple," Marin Mazzie and Jason Danieley, returning to 
Symphony Hall in two concerts of brilliant and beloved tunes from the Great White Way. 
Known for his dynamic roles in film, on stage, and on television, Mandy Patinkin—who 
last appeared with the Pops in Keith Lockhart's first Opening Night concert in 1995- 
returns for two performances of selections from his concert repertoire. This year's edition 
of "John Williams' Film Night," a perennial audience favorite, includes excerpts from his 
new score to Star Wars: The Force Awakens. Keith Lockhart is on the podium for a 35th 
anniversary screening of the 1981 blockbuster movie Raiders of the Lost Ark, leading the 
Pops in John Williams' unforgettable score. 



Since beginning his tenure in 1995 , Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart has collaborated with more than 250 guest artists 
representing a virtual " who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 
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The 2016 season also brings a Gershwin Celebration, to include Rhapsody in Blue and 
some of the master composer's most familiar songs. The music of Gershwin Prize recipi¬ 
ent Carole King is given the Pops treatment by Broadway's Liz Callaway and others in 
"Tapestry: The Carole King Songbook." Winners of the annual Fidelity Investments Young 
Artists Competition (for Massachusetts high schoolers) showcase their talents on the 
Symphony Hall stage. Keith Lockhart leads this year's classic rock tribute, which features 
Tom Scholz, celebrated guitarist of the band Boston, performing some of the group's 
greatest hits. The orchestra also pays tribute to three rock icons the music world lost this 
year: David Bowie, Eagles frontman Glenn Frey, and Prince. 

New to this year's Pops lineup are two programs: "Dancing with a Twist" and "Puppets 
Take the Pops." Television shows like Dancing with the Stars and So You Think You Can 
Dance have brought this art form to an ever-increasing audience. Keith Lockhart and the 
Pops welcome performers from both of these shows, as well as vocalists from American 
Idol, in two concerts showcasing a wide spectrum of dance styles, from ballroom to 
contemporary. Although not the first time the orchestra has worked with puppets, 
this year's "Puppets Take the Pops" marks a new collaboration, with the University of 
Connecticut's acclaimed Puppet Arts Program. Original puppet creations will bring 
Prokofiev's Peter and the Wolf to life and will accompany a suite of works by noted 
American composer/arranger Leroy Anderson. 

"The 2016 Boston Pops season is notable," comments Keith Lockhart, "not only for the 
scope of its offerings—encompassing the worlds of film music, Broadway, classic rock, 
Gospel, and American Songbook standards, to say nothing of puppetry and dance—but 
also for the amazing array of guests who will be joining us, some for the first time, others 
making a welcome return. We're also bringing back one of the most eagerly embraced 
innovations of recent years—'Pops on Demand,' which puts the audience in charge of 
programming part of a concert. As always, at the heart of every season, are the Boston 
Pops musicians, who bring their amazing talent to every style of music, from classical to 
rock, sometimes all in a single night!" 

During the 2015 "Pops on Demand" concerts, "Dancing Queen" won the audience vote as favorite "Musical Guilty Pleasure," 
beating out "My Heart Will Go On" and "The Way We Were." Several concerts of the 2016 season feature this exciting 
interactive opportunity.

Michigan Opera Theatre as Miml in La boheme, and to Cincinnati Opera in 
a new role, Rosalinde in Die Fledermaus. Other recent and upcoming engage¬ 
ments include Beethoven's Symphony No. 9 in Hiroshima and Nagasaki, a 
solo recital in Baltimore, her Boston Pops debut in a Gershwin tribute, her 
Sydney Symphony debut as Bess in Porgy and Bess, and a return to Cincin¬ 
nati Opera.

In concert, she made her Paris debut in Poulenc's Stabat 
Mater, and performed in Spain with the Orquesta de Galicia in a Barber/Mahler program 
and on tour with the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra and Charles Dutoit in Poulenc's 
Gloria, a piece she also sang in London with the RPO, as well as appearing with the BBC 
Orchestra in Barber's Knoxville: Summer of 1915 under Keith Lockhart and in Elgar's The 
Apostles under Sir Andrew Davis. Further concert appearances include Beethoven's 
Symphony No. 9 with the Boston Symphony and Dutoit at Tanglewood, with the Dallas 
Symphony and Jaap van Zweeden in Vail, Colorado, and with the Baltimore Symphony 
and Marin Alsop. She appeared twice in recital at Carnegie Hall, first for Marilyn Horne's 
gala concert, then as part of Jessye Norman's Honor Festival, and gave a series of cabaret 
concerts at the Orange County Performing Arts Center. Winner of numerous awards, Nicole 
Cabell holds a bachelor's degree in vocal performance from the Eastman School of Music.

Mr. Albright's 2015-16 season includes debuts at the 
Mostly Mozart Festival at New York's Lincoln Center and the Portland 
(Oregon) International Piano Festival; solo concerts in Detroit, Houston, and 
San Antonio; and concerts with the California, Des Moines, and Alabama 
symphonies. Recent highlights include his Houston Symphony debut with 
Gershwin's Concerto in F and performances with the Seattle Symphony. At 
Boston's Gardner Museum he played a second three-concert "Themes and 
Variations" series as a sequel to his critically acclaimed 2013 all-Schubert 
series, which was subsequently released on a commercial recording. Mr. Albright has 
appeared with such orchestras as the BBC Concert Orchestra (a 2015 tour under Keith 
Lockhart); the Edmonton (Canada), Fort Smith, Lansing, Phoenix, Seattle, San Francisco, 
and Victoria (Canada) symphonies; the Kymi Sinfonietta (Finland); and the Boston Pops 
(May 2011 at Symphony Hall).

Department of Dramatic Arts grants B.F.A., M.A., and M.F.A. degrees, as well as an Online 
Graduate Certificate in the art of Puppetry. The UConn Puppet Arts Program 
offers classes in Performance, Directing, Movement, Mask, Rod Puppetry, 
Shadow Theatre, Hand Puppetry, Marionettes, Object Theatre, UV/Black

Probably no piece of music is more 
closely identified with the Boston 
Pops than The Stars and Stripes 
Forever , John Philip Sousa's master¬ 
piece and undoubtedly the world's 
most famous march. "The March 
King/' as Sousa was called, com¬ 
posed the work in his head while 
returning to America from Europe 
via steamship in November 1896. 
The piano score bears the date 
"Xmas '96." 


Boston's connection to The Stars 
and Stripes Forever began in April 
1897, when Sousa—in town for 
concerts with his own band—com¬ 
pleted the full band score on the 
26th. The official premiere took 
place in Philadelphia on May 14th 
at the unveiling of a new statue of 
George Washington. The march was very well received there and in other cities where it 
was played that spring. Six weeks later, Sousa had completed and copyrighted the parts 
for the orchestral version. The very next day—July 2,1897—the orchestral version of The 
Stars and Stripes Forever was given its first performance by the Boston Pops. By the end of 
the century, Sousa's march was regularly programmed as the finale of the Pops concerts, 
an honored position it has held for more than a hundred years. Its success can be attrib¬ 
uted to several factors: an engaging variety of melodies; the colorful scoring (including 
famous passages in the trio section for the piccolo and for the trombones); and the per¬ 
formance style, in which Sousa had the featured sections stand as they played. 


The Stars and Stripes Forever has rightfully earned its place on Pops programs and in the 
hearts of Americans. Not only was it Sousa's finest achievement, it was also his favorite 
composition. Fittingly, the first four bars of the familiar trio melody are inscribed on the 
bandleader's headstone in the Congressional Cemetery in our nation's capital. 







In the building of his new symphony for Boston , the BSO's founder and first benefactor ; Henry Lee 
Higginson, knew that ticket revenues could never fully cover the costs of running a great orchestra. From 
1881 to 1918 Higginson covered the orchestra's annual deficits with personal contributions that exceeded 
$1 million. The Boston Symphony Orchestra now honors each of the following generous donors whose 
cumulative giving to the BSO is $1 million or more with the designation of Great Benefactor. For more 
information, please contact Bart Reidy Director of Development , at 617-638-9469 or breidy@bso.org.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday (noon until 6pm on Saturday), 
until 8:30 on concert evenings, and for a half-hour past starting time for other events. In addition, 
the box office opens at least two hours prior to most Sunday performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, a 
personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major credit 
card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 
from noon until 6pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266-1200. As noted 
above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for each ticket ordered 
by phone or online.

ON DISPLAY IN SYMPHONY HALL 

This season's BSO Archives exhibit once more displays the wide variety of the Archives' 
holdings, which document the rich history of the BSO and the Boston Pops—music 
directors, guest artists, and composers, as well as Symphony Hall's world-famous 
acoustics, architectural features, and multi-faceted history. 

HIGHLIGHTS OF THIS YEAR'S EXHIBIT INCLUDE, ON THE ORCHESTRA LEVEL OF 
SYMPHONY HALL: 

• a display case in the Brooke Corridor documenting the world premiere performance 
by the Boston Pops of Walter Piston's ballet, The Incredible Flutist , May 30, 1938, 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler 

• display cases in the Brooke Corridor focusing on historic BSO performances 

of Shostakovich's music, and spotlighting the visit to America by a delegation of 
Soviet composers led by Shostakovich in November 1959, including a visit to 
Symphony Hall 

• two display cases in the Huntington Avenue corridor focusing on BSO members 
of Russian and Eastern European descent, and the BSO's historic 1956 tour to 
the Soviet Union, the first visit by an American orchestra to Russia 

EXHIBITS ON THE FIRST-BALCONY LEVEL OF SYMPHONY HALL INCLUDE: 

• a display case in the first-balcony corridor, audience-right, devoted to the appointment 
of Serge Koussevitzlcy as conductor of the BSO 

• a display case, also in the first-balcony corridor, audience-right, spotlighting the 
Tanglewood Music Center, which was founded by Koussevitzlcy (as the Berkshire 
Music Center) in 1940 and celebrated its 75th anniversary this past summer

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen-year 
tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was 
at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart has sig¬ 
nificantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the Pops's place in the fabric of the 
New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situations. 
The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual "who's 
who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have 
taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony 
Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, forty 
national tours to 134 cities in 33 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. He 
and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, 
the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening 
Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular— 
which drew a live audience of approximately 500,000 in 2015—was featured on national 
network television through 2013 and will be broadcast on CBS this year. Live webcasts of 
the 2014 and 2015 events garnered a cumulative 4 million viewers. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 




on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from 
Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers— featuring narrators 
Robert De Niro, Ed Harris, Morgan Freeman, and Cherry Jones—which was a Boston Pops 
commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, and Billy 
Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young musicians, 
including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the Boston Con¬ 
servatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the 
PopSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring 
prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and 
updating the Boston Pops library of music, which contains over five thousand exclusive 
arrangements. Initiated in 2015 and returning this year are "Pops on Demand" concerts, 
during which audience members can "choose the tunes" and vote on what Mr. Lockhart 
and the orchestra play, using a new interactive tool that tracks the results in real time. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and to 
important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial and 
mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; sport¬ 
ing events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial service 
for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major public 
spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings members of 
the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect passion¬ 
ately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking directly 
from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent understanding of 
the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional orchestra concert— 
an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith 
Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, 
which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as artistic 
director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior 
to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, 
which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a 
guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well 
as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the associate conductor 
of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as music director 
of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his 
musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman 
University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American 
universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning five decades, John Williams has become one of America's most accom¬ 
plished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains one of our 
nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, Mr. Williams 
was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeeding the legendary 
Arthur Fiedler. Currently holding the title of George and Roberta Berry Boston Pops Conductor 
Laureate, he retired in December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also 
holds the title of Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic 
relationships with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with 
director Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's 
List , E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial , Jaws , Jurassic Park , Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln , Saving Private Ryan , War Horse , The Adventures of Tintin , Amistad , Munich , 
Hook , Catch Me If You Can , Minority Report , A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire of the Sun. 

Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first three Harry 
Potter films, Superman , JFK , Bom on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha , For one/ Away, The 
Accidental Tourist , Home Alone , Nixon, The Patriot , The Book Thief Angela's Ashes , Seven Years in 
TibetThe Witches of Eastwick , Rosewood , Sleepers , Sabrina , Presumed Innocent , The Cowboys 
The Reivers , and Goodbye , Mr. Chips , among many others. His most recent film project was Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens. He has worked with such legendary directors as Alfred Hitchcock, 
William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the film version of Fiddler on the 
Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He 
has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye 
Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received five Academy Awards and a total of fifty 



Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's most-nominated living person. He also has 
received seven British Academy Awards (BAFTA), twenty-two Grammys, four Golden Globes, 
five Emmys, and numerous gold and platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at the 
Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry working 
with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and Franz Waxman. 
He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the groundbreaking, early 
anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His 
more recent contributions to television music include themes for NBC Nightly News ("The 
Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's longest-running series, NBC's 
Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two symphonies, 
and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto was commis¬ 
sioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at Tanglewood in 1994. 
Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's leading orchestras, including 
a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trumpet concerto for the Cleveland 
Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a 
seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate 
Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening 
concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led the Boston Symphony in the premiere of 
Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has composed 
music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty Fanfare" 
for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the America's 
Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Soundings" for the gala 
opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, he has contributed 
musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter 
Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including The 
Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston University, 
the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at Boston, The 
Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the University of Southern 
California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to 
artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's 
highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal 
of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in 
December 2004. In January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" 
especially for the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2016 the Boston Pops, affectionately 
called "America's Orchestra/' enters its 
131st season of entertaining audiences in 
Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor 
Keith Lockhart marks his 22nd year at the 
helm of the orchestra, which is the most 
recorded and arguably the most beloved 
orchestra in the country, beginning with 
the establishment of the modern-era 
Pops by Arthur Fiedler, and continuing 
through the innovations introduced by 
John Williams and the new-millennium Pops under Keith Lockhart. Season highlights 
include significant artist debuts, the return of audience favorites, and the kind of wide- 
ranging and compelling programs that have come to define the Boston Pops experience. 


It all began in 1885, thanks to the vision of Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson. Fours 
years earlier, in 1881, he founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, 
concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, 
Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances would provide year-round employ¬ 
ment for his musicians. The "Promenade Concerts," as they were originally called, were 
soon informally known as "Popular Concerts," which eventually became shortened to 
"Pops,” the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed 
for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space 
acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows 
of seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be replaced by tables and chairs for Pops 
concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, 
along with the kind of musical entertainment only the Boston Pops can provide.

During the Opening Night concert of the 2015 season, Keith Lockhart was feted with a customized cake for his 20th anniversary 
as Boston Pops Conductor, joined onstage by the evening's special guest, Bernadette Peters. 
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Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors, beginning with 
the German Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born 
musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. He moved the 
Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop culture, showcasing 
the popular artists of the day as well as the work of young American composers and 
arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous Fourth of July concert, established the 
Pops as the most recorded orchestra in history—including the best-seller "Jalousie"— 
and introduced the Evening at Pops television series, 
bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of countless 
Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur 
Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in 
Hollywood, and today, with 50 Academy Award nomina¬ 
tions, he is the most-nominated living person in 
Academy history. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued 
the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series of 
best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical 
labels, broadened and updated the Pops repertoire- 
commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained 
audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to 
film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured iconic music from his 
own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally and internationally, 
leading the Pops on its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of Hollywood 
to the Pops stage, with special appearances by, among many others, Steven Spielberg, 
Martin Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO.

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Having led more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts in his 21-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 
audience. He has made 76 television shows, 
led forty national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded thirteen albums. Mr. 

Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a 
dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's 
first Grammy nominations, the first major 
network national broadcast of the Fourth- 
of-July spectacular from the Esplanade, and 
the release of the Boston Pops' first self- 
produced and self-distributed recordings. 

Opening the 2016 season, the versatile Seth 
MacFarlane, in his Boston Pops debut, joins 
Keith Lockhart and the Pops for selections 
from the Great American Songbook. The 
vivacious Tony award-winner Sutton Foster 
graces the Pops stage for the first time in an evening of song and dance. A true music 
legend, Darlene Love, is the featured guest for this year's "Gospel Night at Pops," always 
a spirited and inspirational evening. Another legendary musician, Beach Boys co-founder 
Brian Wilson, closes the season by filling Symphony Hall with Pet Sounds —an album that 
revolutionized pop music—in a cover-to-cover performance enhanced by the symphonic 
sounds of the Boston Pops. 

During this season's "Pops on Demand: You Choose the Tunes" concerts, audience mem¬ 
bers are actually encouraged to use their mobile devices—to vote on what the orchestra 
will play next. When this innovation was rolled out in 2015, the real-time display of the 
results brought unprecedented audience enthusiasm. "The Golden Age of Broadway" 
features Broadway's "golden couple," Marin Mazzie and Jason Danieley, returning to 
Symphony Hall in two concerts of brilliant and beloved tunes from the Great White Way. 
Known for his dynamic roles in film, on stage, and on television, Mandy Patinkin—who 
last appeared with the Pops in Keith Lockhart's first Opening Night concert in 1995- 
returns for two performances of selections from his concert repertoire. This year's edition 
of "John Williams' Film Night," a perennial audience favorite, includes excerpts from his 
new score to Star Wars: The Force Awakens. Keith Lockhart is on the podium for a 35th 
anniversary screening of the 1981 blockbuster movie Raiders of the Lost Ark, leading the 
Pops in John Williams' unforgettable score. 



Since beginning his tenure in 1995 , Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart has collaborated with more than 250 guest artists 
representing a virtual " who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 
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The 2016 season also brings a Gershwin Celebration, to include Rhapsody in Blue and 
some of the master composer's most familiar songs. The music of Gershwin Prize recipi¬ 
ent Carole King is given the Pops treatment by Broadway's Liz Callaway and others in 
"Tapestry: The Carole King Songbook." Winners of the annual Fidelity Investments Young 
Artists Competition (for Massachusetts high schoolers) showcase their talents on the 
Symphony Hall stage. Keith Lockhart leads this year's classic rock tribute, which features 
Tom Scholz, celebrated guitarist of the band Boston, performing some of the group's 
greatest hits. The orchestra also pays tribute to three rock icons the music world lost this 
year: David Bowie, Eagles frontman Glenn Frey, and Prince. 

New to this year's Pops lineup are two programs: "Dancing with a Twist" and "Puppets 
Take the Pops." Television shows like Dancing with the Stars and So You Think You Can 
Dance have brought this art form to an ever-increasing audience. Keith Lockhart and the 
Pops welcome performers from both of these shows, as well as vocalists from American 
Idol, in two concerts showcasing a wide spectrum of dance styles, from ballroom to 
contemporary. Although not the first time the orchestra has worked with puppets, 
this year's "Puppets Take the Pops" marks a new collaboration, with the University of 
Connecticut's acclaimed Puppet Arts Program. Original puppet creations will bring 
Prokofiev's Peter and the Wolf to life and will accompany a suite of works by noted 
American composer/arranger Leroy Anderson. 

"The 2016 Boston Pops season is notable," comments Keith Lockhart, "not only for the 
scope of its offerings—encompassing the worlds of film music, Broadway, classic rock, 
Gospel, and American Songbook standards, to say nothing of puppetry and dance—but 
also for the amazing array of guests who will be joining us, some for the first time, others 
making a welcome return. We're also bringing back one of the most eagerly embraced 
innovations of recent years—'Pops on Demand,' which puts the audience in charge of 
programming part of a concert. As always, at the heart of every season, are the Boston 
Pops musicians, who bring their amazing talent to every style of music, from classical to 
rock, sometimes all in a single night!" 

During the 2015 "Pops on Demand" concerts, "Dancing Queen" won the audience vote as favorite "Musical Guilty Pleasure," 
beating out "My Heart Will Go On" and "The Way We Were." Several concerts of the 2016 season feature this exciting 
interactive opportunity.

The May 24th concert is dedicated to Arthur Fiedler, Conductor of the Boston Pops from 
1930 until his death in 1979. Fiedler, who left an indelible mark on the Boston Pops and 
American musical life was, for many, the very image of an orchestra conductor. Born in 
Boston on December 17,1894, he came from a musical family. After early training with his 
father, a violinist in the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Arthur went to study in Berlin, returning 
to the United States at the outbreak of World War I. He joined the Boston Symphony in 1915 
as a second violinist, later moving to the viola section. 



Eager to move beyond the career of an 
orchestral player, he formed the Fiedler 
Sinfonietta, a chamber orchestra, in 
1924. But he also had an even more 
ambitious dream: to offer free concerts 
to the citizens of Boston. In 1929 that 
dream became a reality, when he led 
the first Esplanade Concert, initiating 
a tradition that endures to this day. 

Meanwhile, the Boston Pops was falter¬ 
ing under the overly serious direction 
of the Italian composer Alfredo Casella. 
The BSO management let Casella's

contract expire and offered Fiedler the job 
in 1930, sparking a period of remarkable 
growth for the Boston Pops. Under the 
leadership of its first American-born 
conductor, the orchestra became a best¬ 
selling recording ensemble and, years 
before it was referred to as "America's 
Orchestra," probably the country's most 
famous orchestra. Fiedler's innovative pro¬ 
grams, mixing a wide range of classical 
music with arrangements of current popu¬ 
lar songs and novelty numbers, grew 
widely popular and spawned numerous 
imitators. For years Fiedler and a touring 
orchestra took the Pops' music around the country. Beginning in 1970, Evening at Pops , a joint 
production of WGBH-TV in Boston and the BSO, gave both conductor and orchestra a national 
television presence. 




and the man who 
was perhaps the 
best-known Bos¬ 
tonian in the world 
managed to avoid 
the withering 
of spirit which 
crushes many in 


their declining years." More than thirty years 
after his death, Arthur Fiedler's spirit continues 
to hover over springtime in Boston and the 
eternal return of the Pops. 


Surely it didn't hurt that Fiedler was a master of self-promotion 
and had a colorful personality, a combination of old-world 
charm and curmudgeonly cynicism. On his 80th birthday, the 
indefatigable conductor remarked, "Give up? Quit now? Never. 
I'll keep working until I die. I'll die with my boots on. He who 
rests, rots." A Boston Globe editorial, published on July 11,1979, 
the day after his death, commented, "By fighting his 84 years, 
by railing against them, the maestro realized what many fail to. 
He knew in his bones that you have to work, enjoy, complain, 
react, joke, assert oneself each minute, good or bad, until the 
end in order to live. Arthur Fiedler pulled that trick off neatly,

Graduate Certificate in the art of Puppetry. The UConn Puppet Arts Program 
offers classes in Performance, Directing, Movement, Mask, Rod Puppetry, 
Shadow Theatre, Hand Puppetry, Marionettes, Object Theatre, UV/Black 
Theatre, Television Puppetry, Materials Techniques, Trends in Contemporary

JOEL FAN 


Joel Fan's bold repertoire, encompassing piano classics as well as contemporary and 

is evident in his recitals, recordings, and orchestral appearances. His newest 
recording, Dances for Piano and Orchestra , focuses on the intersection of 
music and dance, and features single-movement concerto works by Chopin, 
Gottschalk, Pierne, and Castro-Herrera, as well as the world premiere 
recording of Charles Cadman's Dark Dancers of the Mardi Gras. The disc was 
featured in Gramophone Magazine and earned a Grammy nomination. His 
earlier acclaimed album, Leon Kirchner: Revelations , included the world pre¬ 
miere recording of Kirchner's Piano Sonata No. 3, "The Forbidden"; the 
orchestral version of the piece, commissioned by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, received its premiere performance under James Levine in 
October 2008. Among Mr. Fan's other recordings are West of the Sun 
(including Samuel Barber's 1949 Piano Sonata) and World Keys , which pre¬ 
sented five world premiere recording tracks and reached #3 on Billboard's Classical Chart. 
Joel Fan has performed over 40 different works with orchestras including the New York 
Philharmonic, the Royal Stockholm Philharmonic, the Odessa Philharmonic, Singapore 
Symphony, and London Sinfonietta, under such conductors as David Zinman, Zubin Mehta, 
Alan Gilbert, and David Robertson. As a recitalist, he has performed on stages ranging 
from the Ravinia Festival in Chicago to the John F. Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts 
in Washington, D.C., and in recent tours of Cuba, China, and Latin America. Also recog¬ 
nized for his work with cellist Yo-Yo Ma as a member of the Silk Road Ensemble, Mr. Fan 
has appeared on the television programs Good Morning America and Late Night with David 
Letterman. He has also collaborated with such ensembles as the Shanghai Quartet, Orion 
Quartet, Imani Winds, and A Far Cry chamber orchestra. His next solo recital album, 
entitled Joel Fan: My Chopin r is scheduled for release in spring 2017. Other upcoming 
recordings are a contemporary album featuring Couplets, a piano suite Fan has commis¬ 
sioned from four married sets of composers, and a concerto album featuring Szymanowski's 
Symphonie-Concertante. Born in New York City, Joel Fan began musical studies at the 
Juilliard School, and earned his undergraduate degree from Harvard University and mas¬ 
ter's degree in piano performance from the Peabody Institute of The Johns Hopkins 
University. He attended the Tanglewood Music Center and is a prize-winner of several 
international competitions, including the Busoni International Piano Competition in Italy; 
he was also the winner of the Kosciuzko Foundation's Chopin Prize and named a Presidential

BEN DECTER 


Emmy Award-winning composer and songwriter Ben Decter has created a diverse body 
of music for film and television. His Emmy resulted from his score for the Academy 
Award-nominated documentary film Operation Homecoming (shown in 
theaters and on PBS), directed by classmate Richard Robbins. Ben scored 
the Emmy-nominated Peter Jennings/ABC News special celebrating Martin 
Luther King's March on Washington (also directed by Robbins) and co¬ 
created the score to We Live In Public , the 2009 Sundance Film Festival 
Grand Jury Prize winner. Ben's music has also been an integral part of NFL 
Films. Other composing forays include Another Big Day , a children's CD Ben 
co-created, and a musical based on his experience as a father. Recent TV 
projects include CSI: Cyber and Hostages , and the sci-fi series Shadowhunters. 
Upcoming are scores for the psychic drama Shut Eye and for Lethal Weapon. 
Tonight you will hear three short pieces from Ben's score for ABC's medical 
drama Off the Map (Shonda Rhimes, executive producer). The opportunity to use an 
orchestra on a television show is rare, and Off the Map was a special project for that rea¬ 
son. Each piece was created to enhance the onscreen drama—a young woman agreeing 
to have her leg sawed off so that she can emerge from the ocean before drowning ("Begin 
Amputation"); a woman trapped under a jeep, fighting for her life ("Pray for Maria''); and 
a woman accepting a potentially life-saving blood transfusion from her husband who, 
minutes before, perished in the jungle ("Sydney Accepts"). Born in Manhattan and raised 
in New Jersey, Ben Decter lives in Los Angeles with his wife, Jackie Sloan (Harvard '90), 
two children, and a menagerie of four-legged critters. 



LAURENCE O’KEEFE 


Laurence O'Keefe (Harvard '91) is a composer, lyricist, writer, arranger, orchestrator, and 
music director for Broadway, television, and film, preferably with his wife and collaborator 
Nell Benjamin (Harvard '93, pictured with Larry). Most recently Larry and Nell co-wrote 
music, lyrics, and arrangements for the season finales of NBC's Best Time Ever With Neil 
Patrick Harris and the UK's Ant & Dec's Saturday Night Takeaway. Larry and Nell won the 2011 
Olivier Award for Legally Blonde: The Musical , which ran nearly three years on London's 
West End and toured the UK and Ireland. Blonde was nominated for seven Tony Awards, and 
won Australia's Helpmann Award for Best Musical. Larry's other shows include Heathers: 
The Musical (Off-Broadway 2014), which was nominated for several Drama Desk Awards, 
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and is now published by Samuel French and receiving productions across the world; and 
Bat Boy: The Musical, which won Lucille Lortel, Richard Rodgers, and Outer Critics Circle 

awards for Best Off-Broadway Musical and has received 
500+ productions worldwide. Other TV credits include The 
Daily Show, SyFy's Defiance, Disney Channel's Johnny and 
the Sprites, and PBS's Make 'Em Laugh. Larry has also com¬ 
posed and/or arranged for Cirque Du Soleil, the Hollywood 
Bowl, and the Harvard University Pops Orchestra. A proud 
graduate of Harvard with a degree in anthropology and a 
master's in composition from USC, Larry teaches master 
classes at Harvard, Berklee, the Dramatists Guild Fellows 
program, and elsewhere. Upcoming projects include Huzzahl, 
an epic romance set at a Renaissance Fair, which will be work- 
shopped at Williamstown Theatre Festival this summer; Life of the Party, which began as 
an opera commission for LaGuardia School of the Performing Arts; and the film musical 
adaptation of Heathers. Larry and Nell live in New York with their 3-year-old daughter 
Persephone, a percussionist who insists she requires no lessons, just more pots and pans. 



CHRISTOPHER LIBERTINO 


An award-winning composer and polymath, Christopher Libertino is best known for his 
fifty-odd scores for film, television, and theater. Whenever possible Christopher adds his 
musical voice to film projects that highlight important social issues. These 
films include Speak (starring Kristen Stewart and Steve Zahn, Sundance 
2004), Broken Heart Land, Off the Grid: Life on the Mesa, Americana, Shook 
(directed by Melanie Williams Oram, Harvard '91), Repetition Compulsion 
(directed by Ellie Lee, Harvard '92), and The Wormhole (2002 winner of 
the Student Academy Award). As a singer/songwriter/guitarist Christopher 
has released three EPs and one full-length album, Traveller. He made his sig¬ 
nature atmospheric guitar playing available to other composers by releasing 
the sampling library entitled Alien Guitars. Through this project, Christopher's 
guitar playing can be heard in projects as diverse as Annie Lennox's Bare 
and the score for 28 Days Later. Other completed projects include the 
design and fabrication of The Codex, a unique custom electric guitar; Schism, a CD of 
spoken-word poetry with sound design; altered book art; collages (both analog and digi¬ 
tal); Art and Life, a documentary about landscape artist Peter Fiore, and "Still," a music 
video from Traveller, both of which were directed by Christopher. Upcoming film scores 
include the dark drama Her Composition, currently on the international festival circuit and 
for which Christopher did double duty—as the composer of the underscore and of the 
original chamber music that is supposed to have been written by the main character, a 
fictitious composer. Christopher Libertino is currently finishing the score for Growing Up 
Coy, a feature-length documentary that will have its world premiere at the 2016 Human 
Rights Film Festival in New York. 
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In the building of his new symphony for Boston , the BSO's founder and first benefactor ; Henry Lee 
Higginson, knew that ticket revenues could never fully cover the costs of running a great orchestra. From 
1881 to 1918 Higginson covered the orchestra's annual deficits with personal contributions that exceeded 
$1 million. The Boston Symphony Orchestra now honors each of the following generous donors whose 
cumulative giving to the BSO is $1 million or more with the designation of Great Benefactor.

We’ll disLiiss 
whar else was going on in Beethoven’s mind as he composed these symphonies, 
and the possible pairing of the Ninth Symphony, which Beethoven did nor 
intend to be has last.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly.

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday (noon until 6pm on Saturday), 
until 8:30 on concert evenings, and for a half-hour past starting time for other events. In addition, 
the box office opens at least two hours prior to most Sunday performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, a 
personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major credit 
card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 
from noon until 6pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266-1200. As noted 
above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for each ticket ordered 
by phone or online.

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing.

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 


Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 

Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the O'Block/ 
Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not responsible 
for personal apparel or other property of patrons. 

Lounges and Bar Service: There are two lounges in Symphony Hall. The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance.

This season's BSO Archives exhibit once more displays the wide variety of the Archives' 
holdings, which document the rich history of the BSO and the Boston Pops—music 
directors, guest artists, and composers, as well as Symphony Hall's world-famous 
acoustics, architectural features, and multi-faceted history.

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen-year 
tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was 
at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart has sig¬ 
nificantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the Pops's place in the fabric of the 
New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situations. 
The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual "who's 
who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have 
taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony 
Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, forty 
national tours to 134 cities in 33 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. He 
and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, 
the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening 
Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular— 
which drew a live audience of approximately 500,000 in 2015—was featured on national 
network television through 2013 and will be broadcast on CBS this year. Live webcasts of 
the 2014 and 2015 events garnered a cumulative 4 million viewers. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 


on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from 
Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers— featuring narrators 
Robert De Niro, Ed Harris, Morgan Freeman, and Cherry Jones—which was a Boston Pops 
commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, and Billy 
Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young musicians, 
including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the Boston Con¬ 
servatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the 
PopSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring 
prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and 
updating the Boston Pops library of music, which contains over five thousand exclusive 
arrangements. Initiated in 2015 and returning this year are "Pops on Demand" concerts, 
during which audience members can "choose the tunes" and vote on what Mr. Lockhart 
and the orchestra play, using a new interactive tool that tracks the results in real time. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and to 
important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial and 
mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; sport¬ 
ing events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial service 
for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major public 
spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings members of 
the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect passion¬ 
ately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking directly 
from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent understanding of 
the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional orchestra concert— 
an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith 
Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, 
which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as artistic 
director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior 
to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, 
which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a 
guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well 
as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the associate conductor 
of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as music director 
of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his 
musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman 
University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American 
universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning five decades, John Williams has become one of America's most accom¬ 
plished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains one of our 
nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, Mr. Williams 
was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeeding the legendary 
Arthur Fiedler. Currently holding the title of George and Roberta Berry Boston Pops Conductor 
Laureate, he retired in December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also 
holds the title of Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic 
relationships with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with 
director Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's 
List , E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial , Jaws , Jurassic Park , Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln , Saving Private Ryan , War Horse , The Adventures of Tintin , Amistad , Munich , 
Hook , Catch Me If You Can , Minority Report , A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire of the Sun. 

Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first three Harry 
Potter films, Superman , JFK , Bom on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha , For one/ Away, The 
Accidental Tourist , Home Alone , Nixon, The Patriot , The Book Thief Angela's Ashes , Seven Years in 
TibetThe Witches of Eastwick , Rosewood , Sleepers , Sabrina , Presumed Innocent , The Cowboys 
The Reivers , and Goodbye , Mr. Chips , among many others. His most recent film project was Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens. He has worked with such legendary directors as Alfred Hitchcock, 
William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the film version of Fiddler on the 
Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He 
has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye 
Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received five Academy Awards and a total of fifty 


Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's most-nominated living person. He also has 
received seven British Academy Awards (BAFTA), twenty-two Grammys, four Golden Globes, 
five Emmys, and numerous gold and platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at the 
Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry working 
with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and Franz Waxman. 
He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the groundbreaking, early 
anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His 
more recent contributions to television music include themes for NBC Nightly News ("The 
Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's longest-running series, NBC's 
Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two symphonies, 
and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto was commis¬ 
sioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at Tanglewood in 1994. 
Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's leading orchestras, including 
a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trumpet concerto for the Cleveland 
Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a 
seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate 
Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening 
concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led the Boston Symphony in the premiere of 
Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has composed 
music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty Fanfare" 
for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the America's 
Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Soundings" for the gala 
opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, he has contributed 
musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter 
Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including The 
Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston University, 
the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at Boston, The 
Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the University of Southern 
California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to 
artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's 
highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal 
of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in 
December 2004. In January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" 
especially for the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2016 the Boston Pops, affectionately 
called "America's Orchestra/' enters its 
131st season of entertaining audiences in 
Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor 
Keith Lockhart marks his 22nd year at the 
helm of the orchestra, which is the most 
recorded and arguably the most beloved 
orchestra in the country, beginning with 
the establishment of the modern-era 
Pops by Arthur Fiedler, and continuing 
through the innovations introduced by 
John Williams and the new-millennium Pops under Keith Lockhart. Season highlights 
include significant artist debuts, the return of audience favorites, and the kind of wide- 
ranging and compelling programs that have come to define the Boston Pops experience. 


It all began in 1885, thanks to the vision of Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson. Fours 
years earlier, in 1881, he founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, 
concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, 
Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances would provide year-round employ¬ 
ment for his musicians. The "Promenade Concerts," as they were originally called, were 
soon informally known as "Popular Concerts," which eventually became shortened to 
"Pops,” the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed 
for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space 
acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows 
of seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be replaced by tables and chairs for Pops 
concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, 
along with the kind of musical entertainment only the Boston Pops can provide.

During the Opening Night concert of the 2015 season, Keith Lockhart was feted with a customized cake for his 20th anniversary 
as Boston Pops Conductor, joined onstage by the evening's special guest, Bernadette Peters. 
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Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors, beginning with 
the German Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born 
musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. He moved the 
Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop culture, showcasing 
the popular artists of the day as well as the work of young American composers and 
arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous Fourth of July concert, established the 
Pops as the most recorded orchestra in history—including the best-seller "Jalousie”— 
and introduced the Evening at Pops television series, 
bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of countless 
Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur 
Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in 
Hollywood, and today, with 50 Academy Award nomina¬ 
tions, he is the most-nominated living person in 
Academy history. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued 
the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series of 
best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical 
labels, broadened and updated the Pops repertoire- 
commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained 
audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to 

film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured iconic music from his 
own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally and internationally, 
leading the Pops on its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of Hollywood 
to the Pops stage, with special appearances by, among many others, Steven Spielberg, 
Martin Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO.

Having led more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts in his 21-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 
audience. He has made 76 television shows, 
led forty national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded thirteen albums. Mr. 

Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a 
dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's 
first Grammy nominations, the first major 
network national broadcast of the Fourth- 
of-July spectacular from the Esplanade, and 
the release of the Boston Pops' first self- 
produced and self-distributed recordings. 

Opening the 2016 season, the versatile Seth 
MacFarlane, in his Boston Pops debut, joins 
Keith Lockhart and the Pops for selections 
from the Great American Songbook. The 
vivacious Tony award-winner Sutton Foster 
graces the Pops stage for the first time in an evening of song and dance. A true music 
legend, Darlene Love, is the featured guest for this year's "Gospel Night at Pops," always 
a spirited and inspirational evening. Another legendary musician, Beach Boys co-founder 
Brian Wilson, closes the season by filling Symphony Hall with Pet Sounds —an album that 
revolutionized pop music—in a cover-to-cover performance enhanced by the symphonic 
sounds of the Boston Pops. 

During this season's "Pops on Demand: You Choose the Tunes" concerts, audience mem¬ 
bers are actually encouraged to use their mobile devices—to vote on what the orchestra 
will play next. When this innovation was rolled out in 2015, the real-time display of the 
results brought unprecedented audience enthusiasm. "The Golden Age of Broadway" 
features Broadway's "golden couple," Marin Mazzie and Jason Danieley, returning to 
Symphony Hall in two concerts of brilliant and beloved tunes from the Great White Way. 
Known for his dynamic roles in film, on stage, and on television, Mandy Patinkin—who 
last appeared with the Pops in Keith Lockhart's first Opening Night concert in 1995- 
returns for two performances of selections from his concert repertoire. This year's edition 
of "John Williams' Film Night," a perennial audience favorite, includes excerpts from his 
new score to Star Wars: The Force Awakens. Keith Lockhart is on the podium for a 35th 
anniversary screening of the 1981 blockbuster movie Raiders of the Lost Ark, leading the 
Pops in John Williams' unforgettable score. 



Since beginning his tenure in 1995 , Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart has collaborated with more than 250 guest artists 
representing a virtual " who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 
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The 2016 season also brings a Gershwin Celebration, to include Rhapsody in Blue and 
some of the master composer's most familiar songs. The music of Gershwin Prize recipi¬ 
ent Carole King is given the Pops treatment by Broadway's Liz Callaway and others in 
"Tapestry: The Carole King Songbook." Winners of the annual Fidelity Investments Young 
Artists Competition (for Massachusetts high schoolers) showcase their talents on the 
Symphony Hall stage. Keith Lockhart leads this year's classic rock tribute, which features 
Tom Scholz, celebrated guitarist of the band Boston, performing some of the group's 
greatest hits. The orchestra also pays tribute to three rock icons the music world lost this 
year: David Bowie, Eagles frontman Glenn Frey, and Prince. 

New to this year's Pops lineup are two programs: "Dancing with a Twist" and "Puppets 
Take the Pops." Television shows like Dancing with the Stars and So You Think You Can 
Dance have brought this art form to an ever-increasing audience. Keith Lockhart and the 
Pops welcome performers from both of these shows, as well as vocalists from American 
Idol, in two concerts showcasing a wide spectrum of dance styles, from ballroom to 
contemporary. Although not the first time the orchestra has worked with puppets, 
this year's "Puppets Take the Pops" marks a new collaboration, with the University of 
Connecticut's acclaimed Puppet Arts Program. Original puppet creations will bring 
Prokofiev's Peter and the Wolf to life and will accompany a suite of works by noted 
American composer/arranger Leroy Anderson. 

"The 2016 Boston Pops season is notable," comments Keith Lockhart, "not only for the 
scope of its offerings—encompassing the worlds of film music, Broadway, classic rock, 
Gospel, and American Songbook standards, to say nothing of puppetry and dance—but 
also for the amazing array of guests who will be joining us, some for the first time, others 
making a welcome return. We're also bringing back one of the most eagerly embraced 
innovations of recent years—'Pops on Demand,' which puts the audience in charge of 
programming part of a concert. As always, at the heart of every season, are the Boston 
Pops musicians, who bring their amazing talent to every style of music, from classical to 
rock, sometimes all in a single night!" 

During the 2015 "Pops on Demand" concerts, "Dancing Queen" won the audience vote as favorite "Musical Guilty Pleasure," 
beating out "My Heart Will Go On" and "The Way We Were." Several concerts of the 2016 season feature this exciting 
interactive opportunity.

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GOSPEL MUSIC: 


Since the dawn of human existence, there have been questions about who we are as a 
species and our purpose in life. Religions do their share to address these questions, as 
do institutions of learning and our family/community supports. Writers of gospel music, 
since its beginning a century ago, have also worked to address existential questions. Just 
as there is no shortage of theories about human existence and human behavior, there is 
no shortage of songwriters who have worked—and continue to work—to develop, through 
song, their answers. Pondering the 'whos,' 'whats/ 'whens,' 'wheres/ and 'hows' of life has 
been one of humankind's greatest passions. Using gospel music to ponder who we are as 
believers and our purpose with God (or His purpose with us) is the quest of many gospel 
writers. With the countless social theories that exist, the notion of a social theory—to 
explain behavior—is commonplace. Similarly, the many gospel songs that we sing also 
help to explain and promote good relational behavior. 

A theory that was developed and published in 1998 by renowned psychiatrist William 
Glasser goes a long way to help explain why gospel musicians continue to write and 
sing. Glasser's Choice Theory was not developed with music, singers, or religion in its 
focus; in fact, it has no religious connections. It was largely developed to emphasize that 
throughout our lives, we make choices. Some of the choices that we make are helpful and 
healthy in our human relationships, and other choices are harmful and destructive to our 
relationships. How a theory about relationships can be superimposed on gospel singers' 
behaviors is the focus of this brief essay. 

Glasser begins by detailing the five needs that humans genetically possess: survival, love 
(belonging), freedom, fun, and power. According to Glasser, all mammals possess the 
four needs of survival, love (belonging), freedom, and fun. He then posits that the need 
for power is uniquely human. He goes on to explain that our quest to fill any of our 
needs must be measured; he is especially cautious about the need for power. The need 
for power, as he suggests, causes fights on the micro-scale, and international wars on the 
macro-scale. 

As the theory goes, we each have each of the five needs, and we make choices in our lives 
to satisfy them. Further, we make choices to satisfy one need over the other when we are 
faced with a situation where one need dominates at the expense of others. 


Choice Theory's needs are a focal point for practicing Christianity. And the needs find 
themselves present in the language of most gospel songs. Interestingly, Choice Theory 
pushes against the notion of external controls. External controls suggest that one does not 
have a choice because the external force is making the demands. In gospel music, we find 
that the internal force, our faith, drives the behaviors that we choose. 

To be clear, our survival, our love (belonging), our freedom, our fun, and our power, are all 
connected to a faith walk. Belief that through God all things are possible is a driving force 
for experiencing each of the needs. 

Certainly, there are those who feel that gospel singers engage in a purely entertaining 
artistic activity that has no other qualities. I would guess that many gospel singers would 
answer, in their own terms, that they are singing of the good news of Christ's survival, 
love, freedom, power, and fun. Further, they might explain that through Christ, they are 
able to survive, love, be free, be powerful, and have fun. 

Beyond what might feel like a trite force-fit of a social theory to an art form, is the remain¬ 
der of the Choice Theory work. Glasser posits that all of our behavior is chosen and that 
our behaviors have an impact on our relationships with others. The following represents 
Glasser's seven helping,/caring habits, which build and support relationships, and the 
seven deadly/destructive habits that tear relationships apart. 

Our faith walks, beyond singing songs, reciting prayers, and attending religious services, 
require that we do our best work to build relationships to make the world a better place. 
Thus, when we practice these habits— coring or deadly— we perfect them. So if we want 
to live good lives beyond the singing, it is important that we sing the songs to remind us 
of the survival, love, freedom, fun, and power that we have through our relationships with 
each other and with God.

BENJAMIN WRIGHT 


A former member of the Kennedy Center Opera House Orchestra and of the Chicago Symphony, 
Benjamin Wright joined the Boston Symphony trumpet section in July 2002 and became 
second trumpet in 2010. While a student in Cleveland, he won the International 
Trumpet Guild and National Trumpet competitions, as well as the Cleveland Institute 
of Music Concerto Competition, and was awarded the Bernard Adelstein Prize for 
trumpet performance upon graduating.

Zealand, as well as on Broadway and Off-Broadway. In 1997 he played a sold-out 
Broadway engagement of Mandy Patinkin in Concert, with all profits benefiting five charitable 
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organizations, and on his 1999 tour, he went to the lobby after each concert, soliciting patrons' 
donations for PAX, a gun safety organization, and Doctors Without Borders, in response to 
both the Columbine shooting and the Bosnian War. He has also created collaborations with 
artists including opera superstar Nathan Gunn in An Evening with Mandy Patinkin & Nathan 
Gunn; with his dear friend Patti LuPone in An Evening with Patti LuPone and Mandy Patinkin, 
which has toured since 2007 and played Broadway in 2012; Bridges , a concert with musicians 
from various countries in the Middle East; and, most recently, The Last Two People on Earth: An 
Apocalyptic Vaudeville , with the performance artist Taylor Mac, directed by Susan Stroman. 
Mandy Patinkin's feature film credits include Wish I Was Here , The Wind Rises, Everybody's Hero, 
The Choking Man, Pinero, The Adventures of Elmo in Grouchland, Lulu on the Bridge, Men with 
Guns, The Princess Bride, Yentl, The Music of Chance, Daniel, Ragtime, Impromptu, The Doctor, Alien 
Nation, Dick Tracy, The House on Carroll Street, True Colors, and Maxie. In television, Mandy won 
a 1995 Emmy Award for his performance in the CBS series "Chicago Hope," and starred in 
CBS's "Criminal Minds" and in Showtime's "Dead Like Me." He twice appeared on PBS's 
"Evening at Pops": under John Williams in 1989, and in 1995 for Keith Lockhart's inaugural 
concert as Boston Pops Conductor. Currently, he can be seen in Showtime's award-winning 
"Homeland" as CIA Agent Saul Berenson. His CBS Records releases include Mandy Patinkin and 
Mandy Patinkin In Concert: Dress Casual. On the Nonesuch label, he has recorded Experiment, 
Oscar & Steve, Leonard Bernstein's New York, Kidults, and Mandy Patinkin Sings Sondheim. His 
most personal project, Mamaloshen, a 1998 recording of traditional, classic, and contemporary 
songs sung entirely in Yiddish, won the Deutschen Schallplattenpreis (Germany's equivalent of 
the Grammy Award). Mandy Patinkin resides in New York City with his wife, actress and writer 
Kathryn Grody.

CHARLES FLOYD 



Born in Chicago, conductor/pianist/composer Charles Floyd began studying piano at age four, 
gave his first solo recital at age nine, and by age twenty had been heard in solo recital, cham¬ 
ber music, and concerto performances throughout the United States and Spain. His 
mentors include pianists Joseph Schwartz, the late Aube Tzerko, Howard Karp, Lee 
Luvisi, and Misha Dichter. As a conductor, he has led more than 500 orchestras since 
1991, during which time his podium work caught the special attention of conductors 
James DePreist and Seiji Ozawa. He has appeared with the symphony orchestras of 
Detroit, Oregon, Saint Louis, Philadelphia, Buffalo, San Francisco, Chicago, and Baltimore, 
as well as with the Scottish National Radio Orchestra, Toronto Symphony, Sydney 
Symphony, Melbourne Symphony, Aukland Symphony, Wellington Sinfonia (New 
Zealand), Honolulu Symphony, London Philharmonic, Edmonton Symphony (Alberta, 
Canada), and the Holland Symfonia (Haarlem and Amsterdam, The Netherlands). During the 
2003-04 season, he appeared with the Los Angeles Philharmonic in four different programs, 
and in July 2004 made his Brooklyn Philharmonic debut at Carnegie Hall. A regular guest 
conductor of the Boston Pops for more than twenty years, he leads the annual "Gospel Night 
at Pops" at Symphony Hall. His work in the 1996 season included a PBS telecast of Evening 
ot Pops featuring Patti La Belle and Edwin Hawkins, and critically acclaimed performances as 
pianist of Gershwin's Rhapsody in Blue under Keith Lockhart. Mr. Floyd's programs have featured 
such artists as Grace Bumbry, Harolyn Blackwell, Sting, Elton John, Brian Wilson, James Taylor, 
Matt Lauer, the Paratore Brothers, Yolanda Adams, Jennifer Holliday, Daryl Coley, Kirk Franklin, 
Doc Severinsen, Sergio Mendes, Chris Botti, Stevie Wonder, Wynona Judd, William Warfield, 
and Edwin Hawkins. In 1998 he was music director for PBS's A Cathedral Christmas , with 
Metropolitan Opera mezzo-soprano Denyce Graves at the National Cathedral in Washington, 
D.C. His eleven-year partnership with singer Natalie Cole included such projects as the multi¬ 
ple Grammy Award-winning tribute to Nat King Cole entitled Unforgettable, With Love , the 
Emmy Award-winning PBS "Great Performances" concert video of the same title, as well as 
the Grammy-winning releases Take a Look and Stardust. Charles Floyd's compositions range 
from chamber music to large orchestral and vocal works. A tribute to the Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King, One Man's Dream for narrator and orchestra, was commissioned and premiered 
by the Charlotte Symphony Orchestra in 2001. His Four Spirituals for soprano and orchestra 
was premiered at Symphony Hall with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra in 1995, and his 
oratorio Hosanna for gospel chorus and orchestra premiered here in 2000. The 2012 "Gospel 
Night" program featured the Boston premiere of his cello concerto, with Boston Symphony 
cellist Owen Young as soloist. In July 2005 Charles Floyd conducted Howard Shore's The Lord 
Of The Rings Symphony at the request of the Oscar-winning film composer. In January 2009 
he was the conductor for "We Are One," the pre-inaugural celebration for President Barack 
Obama at the Lincoln Memorial. 
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DARLENE LOVE 


Through the years, Darlene Love continues to captivate audiences worldwide with her warm, 
gracious stage presence and superb performances. During this banner season, her new CD, 
Introducing Darlene Love , was released via Sony/Columbia/Wicked Cool Records to 
critical acclaim. Produced by fellow musician and longtime friend Steven Van Zandt, 
it features selections written for Darlene by Bruce Springsteen, Elvis Costello, Jimmy 
Webb, and many others (including two notable songs by Stevie himself). At the 2014 
Academy Awards, Darlene sang her powerful acceptance speech on behalf of all of the 
performers in the film Twenty Feet From Stardom , which won Best Documentary Feature. 
As she raised the Oscar, the entire house stood with a cheering ovation led by the wildly 
applauding Bill Murray. A Grammy Award soon followed for the soundtrack of the film. 
Since the early sixties, as part of Phil Spector's "Wall of Sound" hit factory, this great 
lady has done it all... from major motion pictures like the highly successful Lethal Weapon series 
to Broadway hits like Hairspray and Grease. She even starred as herself in Leader of the Pack , cred¬ 
ited as Broadway's first "jukebox musical." Darlene Love has appeared on numerous television 
programs, running the gamut from her weekly appearances on Shindig to a recent guest spot on 
the PBS special entitled Women Who Rock. An autobiographical film based on Darlene's book 
My Name Is Love is currently on the drawing board with a development deal from Oprah Winfrey. 
In the early years, Darlene's background vocals as lead singer for the Blossoms—who backed the 
Righteous Brothers, Dionne Warwick, Marvin Gaye, Frank Sinatra, and Elvis Presley (to name 
but a few)—set the stage for her emergence as a star in her own right. Her Billboard-charting 
hits include "He's A Rebel," "The Boy I'm Gonna Marry," "Wait 'Til My Bobby Gets Home," 

"He's Sure the Boy I Love," and the holiday classic "Christmas (Baby Please Come Home)," a 
song that she performed annually with Paul Shaffer and the CBS Symphony Orchestra on The 
Late Show With David Letterman for some 29 years until Letterman's retirement. Darlene Love 
received her industry's highest award when Better Midler, a great fan of her work, inducted her 
into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. During the celebration, the two ladies enjoyed performing 
"He's A Rebel" together. As part of the festivities, Darlene also sang "He's A Fine, Fine Boy" 
backed by another distinguished fan, Bruce Springsteen. Rolling Stone Magazine has proclaimed 
Darlene Love to be "one of the greatest singers of all time" and that certainly rings true, but 
perhaps Paul Shaffer says it even more concisely: "Darlene Love is rock 'n' roll!" 



GOSPEL NIGHT SOLOISTS 



A lifelong performer, Suzanne Buell has been an early childhood teacher certified by Kinder- 
musik International for over ten years. She attended Boston Conservatory as a voice major 
and piano minor. Suzanne has taught private voice lessons in Gilroy, California, and is a former 
recording artist for Stax records. For the last five years she has been Administrative Coordinator 
for the Threshold Singers of Indian Hill Music in Littleton, Massachusetts. Her extensive record¬ 
ing experience includes recording commercials and arranging background vocals for various 
artists. Her CD, Tell the World , was released in 2001. Suzanne is one of three lead vocalists for 
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JP and Friends, a professional band in the Boston Metro West area, showcasing a wide array of 
music, including blues, R&B, pop, and funk. 

B Born in Augusta, Georgia, and raised in Brooklyn, New York, Lori Mays-Harper was exposed to 
every genre of music over the years; gospel especially intrigued her. Raised in the church, she 
loved to hear her mother sing solos and lead with various local groups. As a teenager, Lori was 
baptized and her life changed forever. Dedicating her life to the church and the Lord, she joined 
the Institutional Church of God in Christ, home of the world-renowned Institutional Radio Choir. 
Lori honed her vocal skills by singing with the youth choir and recording with various local record¬ 
ing artists. In 1986 she recorded "Behold" with the late Joyce Taylor. Lori has opened for such 
gospel greats as Richard Smallwood, Walter Hawkins, Tramaine Hawkins, and countless others. 



Jerome Kyles, Assistant Professor at Berklee School of Music, comes from a background in 
classical opera, jazz, and musical theater, as well as inspirational and gospel music. He is an 
instrumentalist, also into vocal accompaniment. "I remember going on tour in the Bahamas at 
the age of ten with a gospel group, thinking how cool it was to be on the road, and not knowing 
what else I would want to do. But at every stage of my musical growth there was always an 
obstacle, like a person who said I wasn't good enough. I always thought of it as a challenge, 
like, 'Oh, I'm not good enough? Well, I'll show you.' After we're done learning all we can, tech¬ 
nically, about a piece—and certainly we'll never exhaust all there is to know about vocal pro¬ 
duction—we can't forget to sing, to get up there, have a great time, and perform the piece. I tell 
my students, Take every opportunity to share, and possibly to change people's ideas about life 
through your voice.'" 



A featured vocalist at both Gospel Night at Pops and Holiday Pops, Ida Kamrara can be heard 
on Just 4 Praize's CD, Joy Divine. Ms. Kamrara performs with the Boston Community Choir, 
NEC Millennium Choir, Harlem Gospel Choir, and in Langston Hughes' play Black Nativity.

THE BOSTON POPS GOSPEL CHOIR 


The Boston Pops Gospel Choir, made up of volunteers from church choirs and other choruses 
in the greater Boston area, was originally brought together to participate in the first "Gospel 

Night at Pops," which took place on Sunday, June 11, 
1993. "Gospel Night" came about as a result of the 
vision and commitment of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra's Cultural Diversity Committee, and par¬ 
ticularly because of the late Vondal M. Taylor, Jr. 
(1954-95), who was Vice-Chairman of the commit¬ 
tee and a BSO Overseer. That first performance was 
led by guest conductor Isaiah Jackson, and Alvin 
Parris III prepared the choir. The following year 
Charles Floyd, perhaps best known for his work with 
Natalie Cole, led acclaimed "Gospel Night" perform¬ 
ances both at Symphony Hall and on the Esplanade, 
which featured his own arrangements. This season Mr. Floyd returns to lead "Gospel Night" 
for the twenty-second time. In 1996 the Boston Pops Gospel Choir joined Patti LaBelle and 
Edwin Hawkins for a concert taped for the PBS series Evening at Pops.

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday (noon until 6pm on Saturday), 
until 8:30 on concert evenings, and for a half-hour past starting time for other events. In addition, 
the box office opens at least two hours prior to most Sunday performances.

ON DISPLAY IN SYMPHONY HALL 

This season's BSO Archives exhibit once more displays the wide variety of the Archives' 
holdings, which document the rich history of the BSO and the Boston Pops—music 
directors, guest artists, and composers, as well as Symphony Hall's world-famous 
acoustics, architectural features, and multi-faceted history. 

HIGHLIGHTS OF THIS YEAR'S EXHIBIT INCLUDE, ON THE ORCHESTRA LEVEL OF 
SYMPHONY HALL: 

• a display case in the Brooke Corridor documenting the world premiere performance 
by the Boston Pops of Walter Piston's ballet, The Incredible Flutist , May 30, 1938, 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler 

• display cases in the Brooke Corridor focusing on historic BSO performances 

of Shostakovich's music, and spotlighting the visit to America by a delegation of 
Soviet composers led by Shostakovich in November 1959, including a visit to 
Symphony Hall 

• two display cases in the Huntington Avenue corridor focusing on BSO members 
of Russian and Eastern European descent, and the BSO's historic 1956 tour to 
the Soviet Union, the first visit by an American orchestra to Russia

• a display case in the first-balcony corridor, audience-right, devoted to the appointment 
of Serge Koussevitzlcy as conductor of the BSO

Music Center) in 1940 and celebrated its 75th anniversary this past summer

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen-year 
tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was 
at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart has sig¬ 
nificantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the Pops's place in the fabric of the 
New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situations. 
The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual "who's 
who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have 
taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony 
Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, forty 
national tours to 134 cities in 33 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. He 
and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, 
the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening 
Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular— 
which drew a live audience of approximately 500,000 in 2015—was featured on national 
network television through 2013 and will be broadcast on CBS this year. Live webcasts of 
the 2014 and 2015 events garnered a cumulative 4 million viewers. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 



on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from 
Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers— featuring narrators 
Robert De Niro, Ed Harris, Morgan Freeman, and Cherry Jones—which was a Boston Pops 
commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, and Billy 
Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young musicians, 
including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the Boston Con¬ 
servatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the 
PopSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring 
prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. He is dedicated to building and 
updating the Boston Pops library of music, which contains over five thousand exclusive 
arrangements. Initiated in 2015 and returning this year are "Pops on Demand" concerts, 
during which audience members can "choose the tunes" and vote on what Mr. Lockhart 
and the orchestra play, using a new interactive tool that tracks the results in real time. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and to 
important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial and 
mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; sport¬ 
ing events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial service 
for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major public 
spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings members of 
the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect passion¬ 
ately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking directly 
from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent understanding of 
the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional orchestra concert— 
an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith 
Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, 
which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as artistic 
director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior 
to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, 
which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a 
guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well 
as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the associate conductor 
of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as music director 
of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith Lockhart began his 
musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman 
University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American 
universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning five decades, John Williams has become one of America's most accom¬ 
plished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains one of our 
nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, Mr. Williams 
was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeeding the legendary 
Arthur Fiedler. Currently holding the title of George and Roberta Berry Boston Pops Conductor 
Laureate, he retired in December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also 
holds the title of Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood. In addition, he maintains thriving artistic 
relationships with many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with 
director Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's 
List , E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial , Jaws , Jurassic Park , Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln , Saving Private Ryan , War Horse , The Adventures of Tintin , Amistad , Munich , 
Hook , Catch Me If You Can , Minority Report , A.I. Artificial Intelligence , and Empire of the Sun. 

Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all seven Star Wars films, the first three Harry 
Potter films, Superman , JFK , Bom on the Fourth of July, Memoirs of a Geisha , For one/ Away, The 
Accidental Tourist , Home Alone , Nixon, The Patriot , The Book Thief Angela's Ashes , Seven Years in 
TibetThe Witches of Eastwick , Rosewood , Sleepers , Sabrina , Presumed Innocent , The Cowboys 
The Reivers , and Goodbye , Mr. Chips , among many others. His most recent film project was Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens. He has worked with such legendary directors as Alfred Hitchcock, 
William Wyler, and Robert Altman. He adapted the score for the film version of Fiddler on the 
Roof , for which he composed original violin cadenzas for renowned virtuoso Isaac Stern. He 
has appeared on recordings as pianist and conductor with Itzhak Perlman, Joshua Bell, Jessye 
Norman, and others. Mr. Williams has received five Academy Awards and a total of fifty 


Oscar nominations, making him the Academy's most-nominated living person. He also has 
received seven British Academy Awards (BAFTA), twenty-two Grammys, four Golden Globes, 
five Emmys, and numerous gold and platinum records. 

A composition student of Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, Mr. Williams also studied piano at the 
Juilliard School with Madame Rosina Lhevinne. He began his career in the film industry working 
with such accomplished composers as Bernard Herrmann, Alfred Newman, and Franz Waxman. 
He went on to write music for more than 200 television films for the groundbreaking, early 
anthology series Alcoa Theatre , Kraft Television Theatre , Chrysler Theatre , and Playhouse 90. His 
more recent contributions to television music include themes for NBC Nightly News ("The 
Mission"), the theme for what has become network television's longest-running series, NBC's 
Meet the Press , and the prestigious PBS arts showcase Great Performances. 

Mr. Williams has composed numerous works for the concert stage, among them two symphonies, 
and concertos for flute, oboe, violin, clarinet, viola, and tuba. His cello concerto was commis¬ 
sioned by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and premiered by Yo-Yo Ma at Tanglewood in 1994. 
Mr. Williams also has filled commissions by several of the world's leading orchestras, including 
a bassoon concerto for the New York Philharmonic, a trumpet concerto for the Cleveland 
Orchestra, and a horn concerto for the Chicago Symphony Orchestra. "Seven for Luck," a 
seven-piece song cycle for soprano and orchestra based on texts by former U.S. Poet Laureate 
Rita Dove, was premiered by the Boston Symphony at Tanglewood in 1998. And at the opening 
concert of their 2009-10 season, James Levine led the Boston Symphony in the premiere of 
Mr. Williams's "On Willows and Birches," a new concerto for harp and orchestra. 

One of America's best-known and most distinctive artistic voices, Mr. Williams has composed 
music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty Fanfare" 
for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty in 1986, "American Journey" for the America's 
Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., on New Year's Eve 1999, and "Soundings" for the gala 
opening of Walt Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles. In the world of sport, he has contributed 
musical themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter 
Olympic Games. 

Mr. Williams holds honorary degrees from twenty-one American universities, including The 
Juilliard School, Boston College, Northeastern University, Tufts University, Boston University, 
the New England Conservatory of Music, the University of Massachusetts at Boston, The 
Eastman School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, and the University of Southern 
California. He is a recipient of the 2009 National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to 
artists by the United States Government. In 2003 he received the Olympic Order, the IOC's 
highest honor, for his contributions to the Olympic movement. He served as the Grand Marshal 
of the 2004 Rose Parade in Pasadena, and was a recipient of the Kennedy Center Honor in 
December 2004. In January 2009, Mr. Williams composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" 
especially for the inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama.

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In 2016 the Boston Pops, affectionately 
called "America's Orchestra/' enters its 
131st season of entertaining audiences in 
Boston and beyond. Boston Pops Conductor 
Keith Lockhart marks his 22nd year at the 
helm of the orchestra, which is the most 
recorded and arguably the most beloved 
orchestra in the country, beginning with 
the establishment of the modern-era 
Pops by Arthur Fiedler, and continuing 
through the innovations introduced by 
John Williams and the new-millennium Pops under Keith Lockhart. Season highlights 
include significant artist debuts, the return of audience favorites, and the kind of wide- 
ranging and compelling programs that have come to define the Boston Pops experience. 


It all began in 1885, thanks to the vision of Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson. Fours 
years earlier, in 1881, he founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its establishment 
"the dream of my life." From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, 
concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, 
Higginson realized that these "lighter" performances would provide year-round employ¬ 
ment for his musicians. The "Promenade Concerts," as they were originally called, were 
soon informally known as "Popular Concerts," which eventually became shortened to 
"Pops,” the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed 
for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. Not only is this performance space 
acoustically outstanding, it was also designed, at Higginson's insistence, so that the rows 
of seats for Boston Symphony concerts could be replaced by tables and chairs for Pops 
concerts. To this day, patrons sitting at the cabaret-style tables can enjoy food and drink, 
along with the kind of musical entertainment only the Boston Pops can provide.

During the Opening Night concert of the 2015 season, Keith Lockhart was feted with a customized cake for his 20th anniversary 
as Boston Pops Conductor, joined onstage by the evening's special guest, Bernadette Peters. 
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Some people may not realize that there were seventeen Pops conductors, beginning with 
the German Adolf Neuendorff, who preceded Arthur Fiedler, the first American-born 
musician to lead the orchestra. In his nearly 50-year tenure as Pops Conductor (1930- 
1979), Arthur Fiedler established the Boston Pops as a national icon. He moved the 
Pops beyond its origins in light-classical music into the world of pop culture, showcasing 
the popular artists of the day as well as the work of young American composers and 
arrangers. Mr. Fiedler organized the first free outdoor orchestral concerts on the Charles 
River Esplanade that led to Boston's now-famous Fourth of July concert, established the 
Pops as the most recorded orchestra in history—including the best-seller "Jalousie"— 
and introduced the Evening at Pops television series, 
bringing the orchestra into the living rooms of countless 
Americans. 

When John Williams (1980-1993) succeeded Arthur 
Fiedler, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in 
Hollywood, and today, with 50 Academy Award nomina¬ 
tions, he is the most-nominated living person in 
Academy history. With the Pops, Mr. Williams continued 
the orchestra's prolific recording tradition with a series of 
best-selling albums for the Philips and Sony Classical 
labels, broadened and updated the Pops repertoire- 
commissioning new compositions and introducing new 
arrangements of Boston Pops classics—and entertained 
audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to 
film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured iconic music from his 
own film scores. He traveled extensively with the Pops both nationally and internationally, 
leading the Pops on its first tours to Japan. Mr. Williams also brought a bit of Hollywood 
to the Pops stage, with special appearances by, among many others, Steven Spielberg, 
Martin Scorsese, and Frank Langella, not to mention Darth Vader, R2D2, and C3PO.

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Having led more than 1,700 Boston Pops concerts in his 21-year tenure, Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has created programs that reach out to a broader and younger audience 
by presenting artists—both established performers and rising stars—from virtually every 
corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal to its core 
audience. He has made 76 television shows, 
led forty national and four overseas tours 
with the Boston Pops Esplanade Orchestra, 
led the Pops at several high-profile sports 
events, and recorded thirteen albums. Mr. 

Lockhart's tenure has been marked by a 
dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's 
first Grammy nominations, the first major 
network national broadcast of the Fourth- 
of-July spectacular from the Esplanade, and 
the release of the Boston Pops' first self- 
produced and self-distributed recordings. 

Opening the 2016 season, the versatile Seth 
MacFarlane, in his Boston Pops debut, joins 
Keith Lockhart and the Pops for selections 
from the Great American Songbook. The 
vivacious Tony award-winner Sutton Foster 
graces the Pops stage for the first time in an evening of song and dance. A true music 
legend, Darlene Love, is the featured guest for this year's "Gospel Night at Pops," always 
a spirited and inspirational evening. Another legendary musician, Beach Boys co-founder 
Brian Wilson, closes the season by filling Symphony Hall with Pet Sounds —an album that 
revolutionized pop music—in a cover-to-cover performance enhanced by the symphonic 
sounds of the Boston Pops. 

During this season's "Pops on Demand: You Choose the Tunes" concerts, audience mem¬ 
bers are actually encouraged to use their mobile devices—to vote on what the orchestra 
will play next. When this innovation was rolled out in 2015, the real-time display of the 
results brought unprecedented audience enthusiasm. "The Golden Age of Broadway" 
features Broadway's "golden couple," Marin Mazzie and Jason Danieley, returning to 
Symphony Hall in two concerts of brilliant and beloved tunes from the Great White Way. 
Known for his dynamic roles in film, on stage, and on television, Mandy Patinkin—who 
last appeared with the Pops in Keith Lockhart's first Opening Night concert in 1995- 
returns for two performances of selections from his concert repertoire. This year's edition 
of "John Williams' Film Night," a perennial audience favorite, includes excerpts from his 
new score to Star Wars: The Force Awakens. Keith Lockhart is on the podium for a 35th 
anniversary screening of the 1981 blockbuster movie Raiders of the Lost Ark, leading the 
Pops in John Williams' unforgettable score. 



Since beginning his tenure in 1995 , Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart has collaborated with more than 250 guest artists 
representing a virtual " who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 
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The 2016 season also brings a Gershwin Celebration, to include Rhapsody in Blue and 
some of the master composer's most familiar songs. The music of Gershwin Prize recipi¬ 
ent Carole King is given the Pops treatment by Broadway's Liz Callaway and others in 
"Tapestry: The Carole King Songbook." Winners of the annual Fidelity Investments Young 
Artists Competition (for Massachusetts high schoolers) showcase their talents on the 
Symphony Hall stage. Keith Lockhart leads this year's classic rock tribute, which features 
Tom Scholz, celebrated guitarist of the band Boston, performing some of the group's 
greatest hits. The orchestra also pays tribute to three rock icons the music world lost this 
year: David Bowie, Eagles frontman Glenn Frey, and Prince. 

New to this year's Pops lineup are two programs: "Dancing with a Twist" and "Puppets 
Take the Pops." Television shows like Dancing with the Stars and So You Think You Can 
Dance have brought this art form to an ever-increasing audience. Keith Lockhart and the 
Pops welcome performers from both of these shows, as well as vocalists from American 
Idol, in two concerts showcasing a wide spectrum of dance styles, from ballroom to 
contemporary. Although not the first time the orchestra has worked with puppets, 
this year's "Puppets Take the Pops" marks a new collaboration, with the University of 
Connecticut's acclaimed Puppet Arts Program. Original puppet creations will bring 
Prokofiev's Peter and the Wolf to life and will accompany a suite of works by noted 
American composer/arranger Leroy Anderson. 

"The 2016 Boston Pops season is notable," comments Keith Lockhart, "not only for the 
scope of its offerings—encompassing the worlds of film music, Broadway, classic rock, 
Gospel, and American Songbook standards, to say nothing of puppetry and dance—but 
also for the amazing array of guests who will be joining us, some for the first time, others 
making a welcome return. We're also bringing back one of the most eagerly embraced 
innovations of recent years—'Pops on Demand,' which puts the audience in charge of 
programming part of a concert. As always, at the heart of every season, are the Boston 
Pops musicians, who bring their amazing talent to every style of music, from classical to 
rock, sometimes all in a single night!" 

During the 2015 "Pops on Demand" concerts, "Dancing Queen" won the audience vote as favorite "Musical Guilty Pleasure," 
beating out "My Heart Will Go On" and "The Way We Were." Several concerts of the 2016 season feature this exciting 
interactive opportunity. 
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The first home of the Boston Symphony Orchestra was the old Boston 
Music Hall, which stood downtown where the Orpheum Theatre now 
stands, held about 2,400 seats, and was threatened in 1893 by the city's 
road-building/rapid transit project. That summer, the BSO's founder, 
Major Henry Lee Higginson, organized a corporation to finance a new 
and permanent home for the orchestra. On October 15,1900—some 
seven years and $750,000 later—the new hall was opened. The inaugu¬ 
ral gala concluded with a performance of Beethoven's Missa Solemnis 
under the direction of then music director Wilhelm Gericke. 


At Higginson's insistence, the architects—McKim, Mead & White of 
New York—engaged Wallace Clement Sabine, a young assistant profes¬ 
sor of physics at Harvard, as their acoustical consultant, and Symphony Hall became the 
first auditorium designed in accordance with scientifically-derived acoustical principles. It 
is now ranked as one of the three best concert halls in the world, along with Amsterdam's 
Concertgebouw and Vienna's Musikverein. Bruno Walter called it "the most noble of 
American concert halls," and Herbert von Karajan, comparing it to the Musikverein, noted 
that "for much music, it is even better... because of the slightly lower reverberation time." 


Symphony Hall is 61 feet high, 75 feet wide, and 125 feet long from the lower back wall to 
the front of the stage. The walls of the stage slope inward to help focus the sound. The side 
balconies are shallow so as not to trap any of the sound, and though the rear balconies are 
deeper, sound is properly reflected from the back walls. The recesses of the coffered ceiling 
help distribute the sound throughout the hall, as do the statue-filled niches along the three 
sides. The auditorium itself is centered within the building, with corridors and offices insu¬ 
lating it from noise outside. The leather seats are the ones installed for the hall's opening 
in 1900. With the exception of the wood floors, the hall is built of brick, steel, and plaster, 
with only a moderate amount of decoration, the original, more ornate plans for the building's 
exterior having been much simplified as a cost-reducing measure. But as architecture critic 
Robert Campbell has observed, upon penetrating the "outer carton" one discovers "the gift 
within—the lovely ornamented interior, with its delicate play of grays, its statues, its hint of 
giltwork, and, at concert time, its sculptural glitter of instruments on stage." 


Symphony Hall was designed so that the rows of seats could be replaced by tables for Pops 
concerts. For BSO concerts, the hall seats 2,625. For Pops concerts, the capacity is 2,371, 


BSO conductor Wilhelm Gericke, who led the Symphony Holl inaugural concert, BSO Archives 
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including 241 small tables on the main floor. To accommodate this flexible system—an 
innovation in 1900—an elevator, still in use, was built into the Symphony Hall floor. Once a 
year the five Symphony Hall chandeliers are lowered to the floor and all 394 lightbulbs are 
changed. The sixteen replicas of Greek and Roman statues—ten of mythical subjects, six of 
actual historical figures—are related to music, art, and literature. The statues were donated 
by a committee of 200 Symphony-goers and cast by P.P. Caproni and Brother, Boston, mak¬ 
ers of plaster reproductions for public buildings and art schools. They were not ready for the 
opening concert, but appeared one by one during the first two seasons. 

The Symphony Hall organ, an Aeolian-Skinner designed by G. Donald Harrison and installed 
in 1949, is considered one of the finest concert hall organs in the world. The console was 
autographed by Albert Schweitzer, who expressed his best wishes for the organ's tone. 
There are more than 4,800 pipes, ranging in size from 32 feet to less than six inches and 
located behind the organ pipe facade visible to the audience. The organ was commissioned 
to honor two milestones in 1950: the fiftieth anniversary of the hall's opening, and the 
200th anniversary of the death of Johann Sebastian Bach. The 2004-05 season brought 
the return to use of the Symphony Hall organ following a two-year renovation process by 
the firm of Foley-Baker, Inc., based in Tolland, CT. 

Two radio booths used for the taping and broadcasting of concerts overlook the stage at 
audience-left. In 2015 a space in the basement was renovated as a cutting-edge control 
room for BSO recordings. The hall was completely air-conditioned during the summer of 
1973, and in 1975 a six-passenger elevator was installed in the Massachusetts Avenue stair¬ 
well. The Massachusetts Avenue lobby and box office were completely renovated in 2005. 

Symphony Hall has been the scene of more than 250 world premieres, including major 
works by Samuel Barber, Bela Bartok, Elliott Carter, Aaron Copland, Henri Dutilleux, George 
Gershwin, Sofia Gubaidulina, John Harbison, Walter Piston, Sergei Prokofiev, Roger Sessions, 
Igor Stravinsky, Michael Tippett, John Williams, and Ellen Taaffe Zwilich. For many years the 
biggest civic building in Boston, it has also been used for many purposes other than con-

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certs, among them the First Annual Automobile Show of the Boston Automobile Dealers' 
Association (1903), the Boston premiere of Cecil B. DeMille's film version of Carmen starring 
Geraldine Farrar (1915), the Boston Shoe Style Show (1919), a debate on American participa¬ 
tion in the League of Nations (1919), a lecture/demonstration by Harry Houdini debunking 
spiritualism (1925), a spelling bee sponsored by the Boston Herald (1935), Communist Party 
meetings (1938-40; 1945), Jordan Marsh-sponsored fashion shows "dedicated to the work¬ 
ing woman" (1940s), and all the inaugurations of former longtime Boston mayor James 
Michael Curley. 

A couple of interesting points for observant concertgoers: The plaques on the proscenium 
arch were meant to be inscribed with the names of great composers, but the hall's original 
directors were able to agree unanimously only on Beethoven, so his remains the only name 
above the stage. The ornamental initials "BMH" in the staircase railings on the Huntington 
Avenue side (originally the main entrance) reflect the original idea to name the building 
Boston Music Hall, but the old Boston Music Hall, where the BSO had performed since its 
founding in 1881, was not demol¬ 
ished as planned, and a decision 
on a substitute name was not 
reached until Symphony Hall's 
opening. 

In 1999, Symphony Hall was des¬ 
ignated and registered by the 
United States Department of the 
Interior as a National Historic 
Landmark, a distinction marked 
in a special ceremony at the 
start of the 2000-01 season. In 
2000-01, the Boston Symphony Orchestra marked the centennial of its home, renewing 
Symphony Hall's role as a crucible for new music activity, as a civic resource, and as a 
place of public gathering. The programming and celebratory events included world premieres 
of works commissioned by the BSO, the first steps of a new master plan to strengthen 
Symphony Hall's public presence, and the launching of an initiative to extend the sights and 
sounds of Symphony Hall via the internet. Recent renovations have included new electrical, 
lighting, and fire safety systems; an expanded main lobby with a new marble floor; and, in 
2006, a new hardwood stage floor matching the specifications of the original. For the start 
of the 2008-09 season, Symphony Hall's clerestory windows (the semi-circular windows 
in the upper side walls of the auditorium) were reopened, allowing natural light into the 
auditorium for the first time since the 1940s. Now more than a century old, Symphony Hall 
continues to serve the purpose for which it was built, fostering the presence of music 
familiar and unfamiliar, old and new—a mission the BSO and Boston Pops continue to carry 
forward into the world of tomorrow.

Award, and starring in Next to Normal opposite real-life husband Jason Danieley. She 
received Tony and Drama Desk nominations and an Outer Critics Circle Award for 
her performance as Lilli/Katharine in the hit revival of Kiss Me, Kate , subsequently 
receiving an Olivier Award nomination when she made her West End debut in the 
show. Other Broadway credits include Enron, Monty Python's Spamalot (also West 
End), Ragtime (Tony, Drama Desk, and Outer Critics nominations), Passion (Tony nom¬ 
ination), Man of La Mancha , Into the Woods , Big River , as well as Out of This World and Kismet 
(both at Encores!). Off-Broadway she has appeared in the recent revival of Carrie (Drama Desk 
and Lucille Lortel Award nominations), The Vagina Monologues , The Trojan Women: A Love Story, 
and And the World Goes 'Round (also appearing in the national tour). Marin's extensive concert 
career has taken her across the country from Carnegie Hall to the Hollywood Bowl. She has 
been seen with the New York Philharmonic in two of its PBS specials: Sondheim: The Birthday 
Concert and its "Live at Lincoln Center" performance of Camelot (Guenevere). Marin and her 
husband, Jason Danieley, have performed their cabaret concerts "He Said/She Said" and 
"Opposite You" at the Cafe Carlyle, Feinstein's at the Loews Regency, Lincoln Center's American 
Songbook series, Joe's Pub, the Cinegrill, and numerous other venues nationally. Marin recently 
received critical acclaim for her new solo show at 54 Below. On television she has appeared 
in The Big C, Smash, Without a Trace , Still Standing, Numb3rs, Jake in Progress, Stacked, and Pryor 
Offenses, on PBS "Great Performances" presentations of Passion, My Favorite Broadway: The 
Leading Ladies, and My Favorite Broadway: The Love Songs, Ring Them Bells! A Kander Sc Ebb 
Celebration ("Live from Lincoln Center"), and in the Boston Pops' tribute to Jerry Herman, on 
PBS's Evening at Pops. She also appeared on two of the Boston Pops Fourth of July televised 
celebrations and most recently appeared with the Pops at Symphony Hall in June 2012. Marin 
Mazzie holds an honorary doctorate from her alma mater, Western Michigan University, where 
there is a musical theater scholarship in her name.

Laura Osnes most recently starred in the Broadway-bound musical The Bandstand at Paper Mill 
Playhouse. On Broadway, she was last seen performing the title role in Rodgers + Hammerstein's 
Cinderella (Drama Desk Award; Tony, Outer Critics Circle, and Drama League Award 
nominations). She also starred in Bonnie and Clyde (Tony Award nomination), creating 
the role of Bonnie Parker at Asolo Repertory Theatre and La Jolla Playhouse (San Diego 
Theatre Critics Circle Award). She appeared as Hope Harcourt in the Tony-winning 
revival of Anything Goes (Drama Desk, Outer Critics Circle, and Astaire Award nomi¬ 
nations) and Nellie Forbush in Lincoln Center's production of South Pacific.

World Award and Drama Desk nomination). He has had leading roles in A Tree Grows 
in Brooklyn and Strike Up The Band (City Center's Encores!), and his Off-Broadway per¬ 
formances include The Trojan Women: A Love Story and world premieres of Ricky Ian 
Gordon's Dream True and Adam Guettel's Floyd Collins. Some of his regional theater 
appearances include four other world premieres— Secondhand Lions, Burt Bacharach's 
Some Lovers, Michael John LaChiusa's The Highest Yellow (Helen Hayes Award), and Tina 
Landau's Beauty— as well as George in Chicago Shakespeare Theatre's production of Sunday in 
the Park With George (Joseph Jefferson nomination), William Bolcom's Casino Paradise, 110 In 
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The Shade (L.A. Garland Award), and Brigadoon (L.A.'s Reprise!). As a concert soloist, Jason 
has appeared with many of the country's leading orchestras including the Boston, New York, 
and Philly Pops, the Los Angeles and New York philharmonics, the St. Louis, Grant Park, Ravinia 
Festival, Utah, Minnesota and Buffalo symphonies, the Orchestra of St. Luke's, American 
Symphony Orchestra, and the BBC Pops Orchestra. Concert highlights include many PBS 
"Great Performances'' and "Live from Lincoln Center" television appearances including Enoch 
Snow in the Emmy-nominated Carousel with the New York Philharmonic, Ring Them Bells: A

During the 2015-16 season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joined the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra for works by Bach, Berlioz, Gia Kancheli, Mendelssohn, Prokofiev, 
and Richard Strauss. Originally formed under the joint sponsorship of Boston University and 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer Tanglewood Festival Chorus was established 
in 1970 by its founding conductor John Oliver, who stepped down from his leadership position 
with the TFC in August 2015 and now holds the newly created lifetime title of Founder and 
Conductor Laureate. Though first established for performances at the BSO's summer home, 
the chorus was soon playing a major role in the BSO's subscription season as well as BSO 
concerts at Carnegie Hall. Now numbering more than 300 members, the ensemble performs 
year-round with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops. The chorus has performed overseas 
under Seiji Ozawa, James Levine, and Bernard Haitink. In August 2011, with John Oliver con¬ 
ducting and soloist Stephanie Blythe, the TFC gave the world premiere of Alan Smith's An 
Unknown Sphere for mezzo-soprano and chorus, commissioned by the BSO for the ensemble's 
fortieth anniversary. The chorus has made dozens of recordings with the BSO and Boston Pops;

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LUCAS RICHMAN 


Lucas Richman has served as music director for the Bangor Symphony Orchestra since 2010 
and recently completed a twelve-year tenure (2003-2015) as music director for the Knoxville 
Symphony Orchestra. Mr. Richman received a 2011 Grammy Award in the category 
of Best Classical Crossover Album for having conducted the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra on Christopher Tin's classical/world fusion album Calling All Dawns. He has 
been guest conductor with numerous orchestras including the New York Philharmonic, 
Philadelphia Orchestra, Los Angeles Philharmonic, Baltimore Symphony, Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra, the Oslo Philharmonic, the Iceland Symphony Orchestra, and 
the Zagreb Philharmonic; he makes his Boston Pops debut this week. He has led per¬ 
formances with such notable soloists as Mstislav Rostropovich, Lang Lang, Midori, 

Gil Shaham, Andre Watts, and Frederica von Stade, having also conducted for such 
diverse performers as James Taylor, Michael Jackson, Pat Boone, Michael Feinstein, Gloria 
Estefan, Megan Hilty, George Benson, Martin Short, and Victor Borge. Mr. Richman's numerous 
collaborations with film composers have yielded recorded scores for such films as the Academy 
Award-nominated The Village (with violinist Hilary Hahn), As Good As It Gets , Face/Off, Se7en, 
Breakdown , The Manchurian Candidate , and Kit Kittredge: An American Girl; in 2010 John 
Williams invited him to lead the three-month national summer tour of Star Wars in Concert. 
Recent recordings include Symphony of Hope: The Haiti Project (a project from within the film 
music community that has generated over $200,000 in donations), Noel Paul Stookey's recent 
solo release One & Many , and Marvin Hamlisch's final score, written for the Emmy Award¬ 
winning HBO movie Behind the Candelabra. Lucas Richman attended the Boston University 
Tanglewood Institute from 1978 to 1980 as a violinist and conducting student. Also an accom¬ 
plished composer, he has had his music performed by over two hundred orchestras across 
the United States including the New York Philharmonic, the Boston Pops, and the symphony 
orchestras of Detroit, Atlanta, New Jersey, and Houston. His work as both composer and 
conductor was most recently showcased in the Albany Records release of "In Truth Lucas 
Richman," which features him leading the Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra in performances of 
his piano concerto, oboe concerto, and three pieces for cello. 
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BRIAN WILSON 


The creative force behind some of rock's most cherished recordings, Brian Wilson grew up in a 
musical family and sang harmonies with his two younger brothers, Dennis and Carl. Obsessed 
with the harmonic blend of groups like the Four Freshmen, he was inspired, in the 
early 1960s, to combine that sound with the rock rhythms of Chuck Berry. Barely out 
of his teens he had created nine consecutive "gold" albums that featured such classics 
as "Surfer Girl," "In My Room," "I Get Around," "Don't Worry Baby," "Fun, Fun, Fun," 
"Help Me, Rhonda," and "California Girls." In the landmark year of 1966, he produced 
three records that forever changed the course of popular music. The first was Pet 
Sounds , considered by many to be one of the greatest albums ever made. Reflecting 
a new collaboration with lyricist/songwriter Tony Asher, the album featured four hit 
singles—"Sloop John B," "Wouldn't It Be Nice," "God Only Knows/' and "Caroline, No." 

Brian's second studio masterpiece in 1966 wasn't included on Pet Sounds because it was not 
only unfinished but also destined for a different kind of greatness. "Good Vibrations" became 
the Beach Boys' first million-seller and a milestone in recording history. At this point Brian 
began a new collaboration, this time with poet/studio musician/songwriter Van Dyke Parks, 
creating an album called Smile , which was to feature such Wilson/Parks songs as "Heroes & 
Villains," "Surf's Up," "Wonderful," and "Cabin Essence." In late 1966, the music world and 
such iconic figures as Leonard Bernstein (who featured "Surf's Up" on a 1967 CBS news special 
about the musical revolution that Brian was leading) believed that Wilson was again rewriting 
the "rulebook" on what a pop record could be. Brian was nearly done with Smile when a combi¬ 
nation of circumstances (record industry pressure, technical challenges, personal issues, 
internal group dynamics, etc.) forced him to shelve it. During the subsequent 37 years, Smile 
became the most famous unfinished, unreleased album ever. Yet, even as Wilson battled his 
personal demons and experienced professional ups and downs, he continued to make beautiful 
music. There were albums (1968's Friends and 1977's Love You ) and tracks ("Time To Get 
Alone," "This Whole World," "Add Some Music To Your Day," "'Til I Die," "Marcella," and "Sail 
On Sailor") that let fans know that his compositional and arranging magic was still intact. 
Sadly, for a long time the music took a back seat as Wilson struggled—in the words of "I Just 
Wasn't Made For These Times''—to find a place to fit in, to survive. 

In 1988 Wilson finally released his first solo album, which featured "Love and Mercy," "Melt 
Away," "There's So Many," and "Baby Let Your Hair Grow Long," as well as "Rio Grande," his 
first extended piece since the Smile era. In 1990 the debut of Pet Sounds on CD earned that 
album both recognition and platinum status. 1993's Good Vibrations five-CD collection included 
the first official release of outtakes from the Smile sessions, and 1997's The Pet Sounds Sessions 
box set earned a Grammy nomination. In 1995, having married Melinda Ledbetter, Brian 
Wilson at last had what he called "emotional security," which gave him the confidence to 
return full-time to music. Reuniting with Van Dyke Parks, Brian sang on the acclaimed Orange 
Crate Art. In 1998 came his second solo album, Imagination. 

As the 20th century came to a close, in an improbable artistic reinvention, Brian Wilson 
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became a concert performer. Conquering his stage fright, he went on his first solo tour in 1999. 
Summer 2000's Pet Sounds symphonic tour gave audiences the opportunity to experience 
Wilson's production masterpiece as a living, breathing work of art. Inducted into the Songwriters 
Hall of Fame, Wilson was feted in 2001 at Radio City Music Hall, an evening that included a 
performance of the entire Pet Sounds album by the assembled cast. The following year, Brian 
Wilson was the only American rocker at the Queen's Jubilee, sharing the stage with, among 
many others, Sir Paul McCartney and Eric Clapton. These events led to a series of appearances 
at charity concerts and studio collaborations that were featured on Wilson's third solo album, 
2004's Gettin' In Over My Head. 

Yet, throughout all of this, Brian never lost sight of the music that had become "the holy grail" 
of pop— SMiLE. Inspired by the Radio City tribute, where he performed "Heroes & Villains'' for 
the first time in decades, Wilson began to add SMiLE songs to his live sets. Then, in 2003, the 
day after receiving the UK's Ivor Novello Award for Lifetime Achievement, Wilson announced 
that he and Van Dyke Parks, with the assistance of key band member Darian Sahanaja, would 
perform SMiLE "live on stage.'' In February 2004, Brian Wilson's version of SMiLE was present¬ 
ed in a week of sold-out concerts at London's Royal Festival Hall, garnering ecstatic response. 
After an extended tour of the UK and Europe, Brian and his band recorded an all-new studio 
version of SMiLE and completed an acclaimed U.S. tour. Brian Wilson Presents SMiLE earned 
Wilson his first Grammy Award, and a 2005 two-disc DVD version a Grammy nomination. 

In 2005 Brian Wilson was honored at a NARAS' "MusiCares Person of the Year'' tribute; he 
and his band played at both the Glastonbury Festival and "Live Eight''; and the solo album 
What I Really Want For Christmas was released by Clive Davis's Arista label. The following year, 
Wilson celebrated the 40th anniversary of Pet Sounds with complete performances of the 
album at several concerts. In 2007 a new full-length work, "That Lucky Old Sun" (his musical 
tribute to California), premiered at London's Royal Festival Hall, which had commissioned the 
piece for its grand re-opening celebration, and he received the Kennedy Center Honor. In 2008 
Wilson returned to Capitol Records and released the critically acclaimed album That Lucky Old 
Sun. In 2009, with the blessing of the Gershwin estate, he was able to complete two unfinished 
fragments of music by the late composer, one of his heroes. The critically acclaimed Brian 
Wilson Reimagines Gershwin was released in 2010 on Walt Disney Records, followed by a 2011 
children's album, In the Key of Disney, released on Disney Pearl. That's Why God Made the Radio, 
the 29th studio album by the Beach Boys, was released on Capitol in 2012. In September 2014 
Brian Wilson attended the first screening of Love & Mercy, a biographical film of his life directed 
by Bill Pohlad. In 2015 he released his eleventh solo album, No Pier Pressure, on Capitol, which 
features guest appearances by Al Jardine, David Marks, and Blondie Chaplin, among others. 

If you've seen Brian Wilson in concert, you've already witnessed the magic and the celebration. 
If you've heard his records, you know why he's been called the Mozart of rock, the Gershwin of 
his generation. It's been said that if music is math, then Wilson just might be Einstein. But no 
comparisons are really necessary; he's Brian Wilson, an American composer, arranger, and 
producer whose work has proved to be as powerful as faith, as timeless as love, and as heart¬ 
felt as mercy. 
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AL JARDINE 



Guitarist/vocalist/songwriter Alan (aka "Al") Jardine is best known for being one of the found¬ 
ing members of the California-based group the Beach Boys. Born in Lima, Ohio, on September 3, 
1942, Al met Brian, Carl, and Dennis Wilson, Mike Love, and David Marks after his 
family moved to Hawthorne, California. They formed the Beach Boys and with their 
perfect harmonies and original tunes about surfing, beaches, hot rods, and California 
girls, became the rock 'n' roll voice of the West Coast. An accomplished musician on 
a variety of stringed instruments, Al played mainly rhythm guitar and sang harmony 
vocals with the Beach Boys. He sang lead on their No. 1 hit "Help Me, Rhonda" and 
also wrote or co-wrote a good number of songs, most notably on the albums Holland , 
Carl and the Passions—"So Tough/' Surf's Up, and Sunflower. Al continued to tour with 
the Beach Boys throughout the 70s, '80s, and '90s and left the band after Carl Wilson's 
passing in 1998. In 2001 Al released a live album called Live in Las Vegas, under the name "Al 
Jardine's Family & Friends," and his 2010 solo album, A Postcard From California, featured guest 
appearances by Neil Young, Stephen Stills, David Crosby, Steve Miller, Glen Campbell, Gerry 
Beckley and Dewey Bunnell (America), Flea (Red Hot Chili Peppers), and Alec Baldwin, plus 
all the remaining Beach Boys, including the late Carl Wilson. The album featured new versions 
of the classic Beach Boys songs "Help Me, Rhonda" and "California Saga," as well as environ¬ 
mentally-themed tracks like "Don't Fight The Sea" and "Looking Down The Coast." In 2001 Al 
Jardine was awarded a Lifetime Achievement Award Grammy as a member of the Beach Boys. 
In 2012 he joined Brian Wilson, Mike Love, Bruce Johnston, and David Marks for a new Beach 
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Boys album, That's Why God Made the Radio , and the Beach Boys embarked on a 50th anniver¬ 
sary reunion tour. In 2013 and continuing through 2015, Al joined Brian Wilson for a tour (first 
with Jeff Beck and then to promote Brian's 2015 release No Pier Pressure ) and also performed 
with his Endless Summer Band, featuring many musicians who have toured consistently with 
the Beach Boys, including Al's own sons, Matt and Adam Jardine. In the current year Al joins 
Brian Wilson for the 50th anniversary celebration and final performance in its entirety of Pet 
Sounds , the group's timeless masterpiece that features "Wouldn't It Be Nice,'' "God Only 
Knows,'' and "Sloop John B" (one of Al's favorite songs, originally recorded by the Kingston

BLONDIE CHAPLIN 


Singer/songwriter/multi-instrumentalist Blondie Chaplin has performed with the Rolling Stones, 
Joe Bonamassa, and with Jeff Beck and Brian Wilson, having performed with the latter years 
before, as a member of the Beach Boys. Originally from South Africa, with Zulu and 
British heritage, Blondie came from a musical family. Blondie Chaplin has released 
three solo albums, most recently, 2006's Between Us. He is the vocalist, songwriter, 
and lead guitar player with Skollie, a band formed with fellow South Africans Keith 
Lentin on bass, and Anton Fig (of the Late Show With David Letterman band) on drums. 
For fifteen years, Blondie recorded and toured with the Rolling Stones, starting with 
the 1997 album, Bridges to Babylon. He has performed and recorded with Joe Bonamassa, 
including playing guitar on the album Dust Bowl , and on the Beth Hart/Joe Bonamassa 
albums, Don't Explain and the Grammy-nominated Seesaw, as well as the CD/DVD Live 
in Amsterdam. A featured performer at select 2013 shows with former Beach Boys bandmate 
Brian Wilson, guitarist Jeff Beck, and former Beach Boys Al Jardine and David Marks, Blondie 
subsequently worked on Brian Wilson's 2015 solo album, No Pier Pressure , singing lead on "Sail 
Away." In December 2014, Blondie appeared with the Brian Wilson group in a Las Vegas per¬ 
formance that was filmed for PBS's Soundstage. Blondie also participated in "Brian Fest: A Night 
to Celebrate the Music of Brian Wilson" in Los Angeles in March 2015. Starting in summer 
2015, he appeared as a special guest with the Brian Wilson group, both in support of the latest 
album and subsequently to mark the 50th anniversary of Pet Sounds. Spring 2016 tour dates 
take them to Great Britain, Spain, Portugal, and Israel, then to New Zealand, Australia, and 
Japan, before returning to the U.S. to continue the tour, totaling some 70 performances. Hailing 
from Durban, KwaZulu-Natal, South Africa, Blondie Chaplin became, in his teens, a member of 
Durban's most popular band, The Flames. Beach Boy Carl Wilson saw the group perform in a 
London club, brought them to Los Angeles to record for the Beach Boys' Brother Records, and 
produced their American debut album, The Flame. After The Flame disbanded, Blondie and 
drummer Ricky Fataar were invited to join the Beach Boys as full members. Blondie sang lead 
on various Beach Boys songs from two studio albums, Carl and the Passions—"So Tough" and 
Holland (notably "Sail on Sailor") and played on the live album The Beach Boys in Concert. Other 
artists with whom he has collaborated include Rick Danko, David Johansen, The Band, Paul 
Butterfield, former Byrds members Gene Clark and Michael Clarke, and former Rolling Stones 
guitarist Mick Taylor.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The box office is open from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday (noon until 6pm on Saturday), 
until 8:30 on concert evenings, and for a half-hour past starting time for other events. In addition, 
the box office opens at least two hours prior to most Sunday performances. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, a 
personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major credit 
card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 6pm Monday through Friday and 
from noon until 6pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266-1200. As noted 
above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for each ticket ordered 
by phone or online. 

Ticket Prices (except for Film Night and "Raiders of the Lost Ark"): floor—$99, $70, $34; first 
balcony—$58, $49; second balcony $34, $24. For Film Night and "Raiders of the Lost Ark": floor— 
$120, $95, $60; first balcony—$72, $62; second balcony—$45, $36. For Group Sales of 20 or 
more and Event Planning, call (800) 933-4255. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing. 

The Eunice S. and Julian Cohen Wing, adjacent to Symphony Hall on Huntington Avenue, may be 
entered by the Symphony Hall West Entrance. 

Ladies' rooms are located on both main corridors of the orchestra level, as well as at both ends of 
the first balcony, audience-left, and in the Cohen Wing. 


Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 

Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the O'Block/ 
Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing. Please note that the BSO is not responsible 
for personal apparel or other property of patrons. 

Lounges and Bar Service: There are two lounges in Symphony Hall. The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance. 

Lost and found is located at the security desk at the Symphony Hall stage door on St. Stephen Street. 

Parking: The Prudential Center Garage and Copley Place Parking on Huntington Avenue offer dis¬ 
counted parking to any Boston Pops patron with a ticket stub for evening performances. There are 
several other paid garages in the area and limited street parking is available.
